BONN, Germany (AP) -Alexander 


Solzhenitsyn arrived in West Germany 
today after being forced to leave the 
Soviet Union following Ms arrest in 
Moscow on Tuesday, an airport spokes- 
man announced. 


The Nobel Prize author flew from 


Moscow aboard a Soviet airliner that 
taxied to a far corner of Frankfurt 
airport, beyond the view of waiting 
reporters. Solzhenitsyn's presence on 
the plane was confirmed by the airport 
spokesman. 


Newsmen were barred from 


approaching the plane "in the interest of 
Mr. Solzhenitsyn," the airport spokes- 
man said. 


Earlier a spokesman for West German 


author Heinrich Boll, also a Nobel Prize 
winner, had said Solzhenitsyn was 
expected to travel to Boll's country 
house in the Eifel Mountains. These are 
located between Frankfurt and Bonn on 
the west side of the Rhine River. 


Boll's country house in the Eifels was 


cordoned off by police. 


Government spokesman Ruediger von 


Wechmar announced in the capital that 
the Kremlin had informed Bonn that 
Solzhenitsyn would be coming there. He 
said the government was prepared to 
accept the Russian writer. 


Von Wechmar said it was not yet 


known whether Solzhenitsyn would 


settle permanently in West Germany. 


In Moscow, Solzhenitsyn's wife, 


Natalya Svetlova, said she had heard 
rumors of the author's deportation but 
added, "I don't believe it until I hear his 
voice." She waited nervously, quickly 
answering each ring cf the telephone in 
hope that it will be a call from her 
husband. 


A friend, waiting in the apartment 


with her, commented: "It is a tragedy, 
above all for Russia." 


The West German Embassy in Mos- 


cow said it had no information about 
Solzhenitsyn's deportation. Officials 
said the embassy was not involved- 


Soviet officials refused to tell Mrs. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal 


energy chief William E. Simon said in 
effect today that Budget Director Roy L. 
Ash should mind his own business. 


His comment was a response to Ash's 


terming the energy crisis a short-term 
problem. 


"Perhaps I should call a press briefing 


on the budget or maybe I should ask Mr. 
Ash to keep his cotton-pickin' hands off 
energy policy," Simon said in response 
to a question about the prediction. 


Simon was interviewed briefly on the 


Ash matter on NBC-TV's "Today" 
program. 


Ash, director of the Office of 


Management and Budget, had predicted 
on Tuesday that long lines of cars around 
gasoline stations and other critical 
problems resulting from the energy 
shortage will end this year. 


But Simon declined to comment on 


ending the long lines, saying it was a 
prognostication to do so. He said he 
doubted that Ash's speculation would 
harm Simon's efforts to convince the 
public that the energy shortage is real. 


"I assume Mr. Ash meant that the 


embargo would be lifted, and while the 
shortages would remain, they would not 
be really as severe as they are right 
now," Simon said. 


The exchange recalled a similar 


squabble last September between 
Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz 
and Melvin R. Laird, then President 
Nixon's top domestic adviser. 


While Shultz was on a trip to Japan, 


Laird, in Washington, announced a tax 
increase proposal, prompting the 
Treasury official to respond: "The 
President's adviser on domestic affairs 


can keep his cotton-pickin* hands off 
economy policy." 


Before making the comment, Shultz 


conferred by telephone from Tokyo with 
his deputy secretary —William E. 
Simon. 
In a story written for The Associated 


Press earlier this week Simon said: 
"This is, by a definition, a crisis. We've 
been telling the American people this, 
but I'm not sure they're listening and 
accepting what we say ..." 


Simon, noting credibility problems in 


all facets of America, said, "Without 
question, the most serious impediment 
to the effective performance of my job 
has been, and continues to be, that sad 
and overworked word, credibility ... If 
people don't believe us when we tell 
them there is an energy oil crisis, if they 
think we are acting in cahoots with the 
major oil companies to boost profits at 
the expense of the people, then they will 
not cooperate. They will not conserve. 
And if that happens, the current crisis 
could come to be a catastrophe." 


Ash on Tuesday supported President 


Nixon's belief that the country will break 
the back of the energy crisis this year, 
because, Ash said, Americans will 
adjust to having less fuel. 


"If all goes well within this year,- we 


will learn how to live with 7 percent less 
energy," Ash said. 


Living with 7 per cent less energy will 


be easy, Ash said. It will only be 
necessary for Americans to reorganize 
their way of using the remaining 93 per 
cent. 


The 7 per cent refers to the reduced 


petroleum supplies resulting from the 
Arab oil embargo.

MILWAUKEE (AP) —Milwaukee's 


Fourth of July circus parade has been 
cancelled this year, another victim of the 
energy crisis. 


Robert Uihlein, president of the Jos. 


Schlitz Brewing Co., which sponsors the 
parade in cooperation with the State 
Historical Society's Circus World 
Museum, said today that persons 
responsible for staging the parade can't 
make definite plans because of fuel 
supply uncertainties.. 


"We simply cannot plan such an 


intricate production without positively 


knowing that all participants can arrive 
safely and on time," Uihlein said. 


The parade has been held annually 


since 1963 with the exception of 1968. 
when it was cancelled because officials 
feared the possibility of civil unrest. 


The restored antique wagons from the 


Circus World Museum at Baraboo were 
brought to Milwaukee's lakefront for 
display as usual in 1968, but this year 
even that is being cancelled. 


Uihlein said Schlitz would sponsor a 


fireworks display at the lakefront on the 
night of July 3.

in anticipation of his arrest, said he 
would keep silent if put on trial and "will 
not work one half-hour for my oppres- 
sors" if sentenced to a labor camp again. 


"In this way, I leave them the simple 


choice of all tyrants: to kill me quickly 
because I write the truth about Russian 
history," said the winner of the 1970 
Nobel Prize for Literature who spent the 
years 1945-56 in a labor camp and 


Siberian exile. 


Solzhenitsyn's wife delivered his 


statement to Western newsmen Tuesday 
night a few hours after seven policemen 
pushed into the couple's Moscow 
apartment and hauled him off. Mrs. 
Solzhenitsyn said an official telephoned 
four hours later, said her husband had 
been arrested —not merely taken in for 
questioning —and gave no further 
information.

Opposition from France 
stalls energy conference 


Nixon asks 
transport 
funding 


WASHINGTON (AP) —President 


Nixon asked Congress today to set up a 
revenue-sharing program that would 
provide $19.3 billion for public trans- 
portation and better highways over the 
next six years. 


Nixon also asked the Congress to 


approve his plan to revitalize the 
nation's rail system through a $2-billion 
loan guarantee and through relaxed 
regulatory restraints. 


"The energy crisis has underscored an 


important lesson: Our system of 
national transportation is not working at 
maximum efficiency," Nixon said in a 
message to Congress on transportation. 


"As our society grows and our 


economy continues to expand, we must 
insure that the efficiency of this system 
keeps stride with the changing demands 
placed on it," Nixon said. 


He said the nation should center its 


efforts on achieving a flexible and 
balanced transportation system. 


The President's proposal would make 


$2.5 billion available for use by cities and 
towns for their transportation programs 
in fiscal year 1975, which begins July 1. 


Of that total, $1.1 billion would come 


from the Highway Trust Fund and could 
be used either for highways In urban 
areas or for mass transit. 


Another $700 million would be 


allocated directly for transit use, 
including operating subsidies for 
current transit systems. 


The final $700 million would be used to 


continue current capital grants program 
administered by the urban mass trans- 
portation administration. 


In addition, the legislation proposed 


by Nixon would phase out by 1978 the 
current distinction between highway 
funds and mass transit funds. It would 
set up a new mechanism for funding all 
transportation programs out of general 
revenue funds. 


Highways currently are funded 


through a trust fund which is composed 
of gasoline and highway use taxes. 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The 13-nation 


energy conference resumed today after 
a 90-minute caucus of the Common 
Market foreign ministers. 


There was no immediate word 


whether France had been persuaded not 
to break ranks and join the eight other 
Common Market countries in respond- 
ing to the U.S. call to deal together with 
the world oil problem. 


The caucus started at 8:40 a.m., an 


unusually early time in international 
diplomacy. It ended shortly before 10 
a.m. 
Senous differences between France 


and all other participating nations 
remained Tuesday evening when the 
conference was supposed to end. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


tried, but failed, to sway his French 
opposite, Michel Jobert, to give up his 
opposition to a minor but essential point: 
the creation of a follow-up mechanism to 
prepare a second conference where 
producers and consumers would sit 
together. 


"The question is whether there will be 


some ongoing action after this 
conference ends or will it be something 


that folded up its tent," one American 
diplomat said. 


American and Common Market 


experts worked Tuesday night to 
coordinate their separate'drafts of a 
communique. There was no immediate 
indication that Jobert would accept 
whatever compromise solution the 
experts produced. 


Yet diplomatic observers and 


American officials maintained that the 
conference must end by midday today 
and that there will be a communique, 
whether France will accept it or not. 


Monday, the first day of the conference 


exposed the wide gap between France 
and the United States, the latter 
supported by a surprising number of 
France's partners in the Common 
Market. 


"What started as a procedural dis- 


pute, became a serious political issue," 
said Helmut Schmidt, West Germany's 
outspoken finance minister. The issue 
boiled down to the fundamental ques- 
tion, will there be transatlantic 
cooperation in the future or will the 
United States and Western Europe go 
their separate ways? 


During the first six hours of Tuesday's 


activity, American officials remained on 
the sidelines while the Common Market 
countries caucused. 


"It is their business and their 


problem, they must solve it and there is 
nothing we can do," one high-ranking 
American delegate said. 


But in the afternoon Kissinger inter- 


vened. He had a onehour private 
discussion with Jobert but the only 
concession he could extract from his 
French colleague was that the experts 
should try during the night to come up 
with a draft communique that might be 
acceptable to all. 


Everybody, including the French, 


want a follow-up conference with the 
producing and the consuming countries, 
including those from the developing 
nations that stand to lose more from the 
high oil prices than Europe itself.

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Hearst kidnapers demand free food for poor 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) -The father 


of Patricia Hearst says he is taking 
"most seriously" the demands of her 
abductors for $70 of free food for each of 
California's poor and elderly. He says he 
will do his best to cooperate. 


The kidnapers demanded by letter 


that Randolph A. Hearst make the 
distribution of free food before they will 
even negotiate for the release of his 
19-year-old daughter. The food would cost 
an estimated $175 million. 


"I want to get out of here," the 


19-year-old hostage said in an 11-minute 
recording that accompanied the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army demands 
received by mail Tuesday. 


"I just hope you will do as they say, 


Dad, and do it quickly," she said in a 


recording addressed to her mother and 
father. Hearst is president and editor of 
the San Francisco Examiner and board 
chairman of the Hearst Corp. 


Miss Hearst, kidnaped on Feb. 4, said 


she had a "few scrapes and stuff" and a 
cold, but was comfortable and getting 
medicine. 


"I am not being starved or beaten or 


unecessarily frightened," she said in a 
small, tired voice. 


The SLA demanded in a long message 


that Hearst provide $70 worth of meat 
and produce for the state's poor, 
disabled, elderly and formerly 
imprisoned. 


The food would be an "action of good 


faith," from Hearst, said another voice 
on the tape, which described Hearst as

The state estimates 2.5 million persons 


are receiving welfare benefits in 
California. 


Hearst said, "We are, of course, 


taking the demands most seriously. We 
are doing all within our power to 
cooperate."

Hearst is going to have to answer...We 
are going to do nothing to hassle these 
people the SLA.

National Guard climbed back 10 its 
authorized strength last month for the 
first time since the draft ended. 


Guard officials credited the surge in 


enlistments to a major recruiting effort 
in all the states. 


A new report listed 403,600 men and 


women enrolled in the Army National 
Guard in January. This was 3,600 over 
the target level. 
- Like the regular Army, the Guard 
suffered when the government stopped 
drafting young men. Hundreds of 
thousands of youths had joined the 
Guard during the Vietnam war to escape 
the draft. Most did not reenlist when 
their terms ran out- 


As enrollment sagged below 400,000, 


doubts were voiced that the Guard could 
fill its ranks in a climate of 
disenchantment with things military as 
a result of the Vietnam experience. 


B*a it appears the Guard's selling 


drive is succeeding, aided perhaps by 
the economic downturn. 


Asked why young men are signing up 


in the Army Guard, Pentagon officials 
said they are attracted by extra income 
from paid drills and by the opportunity 
for training in skills that could help in 
getting civilian jobs. 


"We're getting a very different kind of 


kid now," one official said. "They are 
coming more from the blue collar group, 
from lower income families- 


"We used to have an awful lot of 


college kids who just went through the 
motions." 


In addition to accelerated recruitment 


of new volunteers, Pentagon officials 
said there has been dramatic 
improvement in the re-enlistment of 
trained and experienced guardsmen. 
I They claim all this translates into a 
better-motivated Army Guard than in 
recent years. 
^The January report showed that the 
Air National Guard, which never had a 
recruiting problem, is holding its 
strength with 92,870 men and women.

In New York, Green's Commodity 


Newsletter said Hunt's sons, L. Herbert 
Hunt and N. Bunker Hunt, also were 
involved- The family already may have 
made paper profits of more than S200 
million in the U.S. silver market and 
about S78 million in the London market, 
the newsletter said. 


Charles R. Stahl, publisher of the 


newsletter, said the alleged Hunt effort, 
if successful, would be the biggest coup 
ever in any commodity market. 


Jn Dallas, Hunt's office said he was "at 


a meeting" and would not be available 
afterwards. 


The Evening News said Hunt had 


purchased 30 million ounces of silver 
and "has actually said he is prepared to 
raid the market again in the summer 
and the autumn." 


Silver futures are purchase contracts

JERUSALEM (AP) - Back home in 


Queens, N.Y., the neighbors knew the 
dark blonde Esther Spector as the girl 
who wanted her children to grow up in 
Israel. Tuesday Esther was buried on 
Jerusalem's Mount of Olives, the latest 
victim of the unfinished Middle East 
war. 


"It was foggy and so we didn't expect 


any shelling," said a member of a 
pioneering settlement on the Golan 
Heights where Esther lived with her 
husband, New Yorker Benny Ben-David. 


"Esther and the other women were 


taking their children to the clinic when 
the Syrian shells began coming in. 


"They exploded all over the place. One 


landed 70 feet from Esther, and she was 
hit by shrapnel. She died before she got 
to the hospital. She was still holding her 
son's hand when she got hit. The boy 
wasn't hit. The boy wasn't hurt." 


The shelling duel Monday between 


Syrian and Israeli artillery appeared to 
set back United States Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger's chances of defus- 
ing the ceasefire line.

food, Butz says 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) —Agriculture 


Secretary Earl L. Butz predicted today 
Americans will not be short of food in 
this century but cautioned thai farmers 
must be allowed profitable prices and 
outlets to world markets. 


•'Farmers respond to prices," Butz 


said. "Strong crop prices in late 1972 and 
early 1973 were an effective incentive for 
farmers to produce record crops. If 
prices had not been allowed to increase 
to reflect growing demand, then 
increased production clearly would not 
have come forth as it did." 


Butz's remarks were in a speech 


prepared for a seminar sponsored by the 
Governor's Council on Agriculture. 


Citing U.S. farm production gains the 


past 25 years, Butz said there is large 
potential for further gains in the future. 


"The production potential of this 


nation and this nation's agriculture is 
astounding —if we keep our industry free 
to change, to adapt to market conditions, 
to respond to price and profit incentives, 
to invest, and to hope for a little profit," 
he said. 


Butz said "there will be no shortage of 


flour" as the result of a currently tight 
wheat supply if markets are allowed to 
operate freely. He has frequently spoken 
out against export controls and other 
federal curbs. 


"The only thing that couid abort such 


a prospect would be if too many of the 
wrong levers were pulled by govern- 
ment. We are determined to keep that 
from happening," Butz said.

Larger redevelopment area studied

The Appleton Redevelopment Authority (ARA) has begun 


mapping plans for a renewal project that could eventually 
include more than just the old vocational school site. 


Without deciding anything, commissioners Tuesday 


seemed agreed on a project area bounded by Water, Oneida, 
Durkee and Lawrence streets. 


That would include 15 residences and another structure, in 


addition to the two vocational school structures resting on the 
bill overlooking Water Street. 


"I don't think we" should think too small," said Aid. 


Roylance Pointer (14th), the chief proponent of a redevelop- 
ment project area that would include more than just the 
vocational school site and its most immediate surroundings. 


With a larger site, Pointer reasoned, the ARA could plan for 


cohesive development of the area. It could actually develop 
only one portion of the project area at a time (the vocational 
site appears to be top priority), then move on to other parcels 
on a step-by-step approach. 


Commissioners Lonnie Iris and John Rosebush, the two 


newest members of the ARA, were appointed by acting com- 
mission Chairman John McKenzie to work with ARA Execu- 
tive Directior Eric Hemphill in drawing up boundaries and 
mapping a timetable for development of the project area. 
They were asked to be ready with a report for the authority's 
next meeting in March. 


In addition, the authority also unanimously voted to ask the 


city to expand the area in which it would contract to take soil 
tests for the retaining wall reconstruction project it has in 
mind for the future along Water Street. The authority would 
like to see the test expanded to include the area between 
Oneida, Durkee, Water and Lawrence streets. 


Hemphill said that if project area planning went ahead 


without a hitch, the vocational school property itself could be 
in the hands of a developer within nine to twelve months. 
Construction could start next spring. 


The City Council has given the ARA the go-ahead to draw 


redevelopment plans for the vocational school and its 


immediate surroundings. "Immediate surroundings" were 
not specifically defined, however. 


Up to this point, the ARA has looked most favorably on 


turning the old school land into the site of a high-rise apart- 
ment complex. Hemphill has emphasized, however, that the 
ARA's recommended plan, which will have to get the 
approval of the council before it can be implemented, could 
designate several potential uses for the land. 


The plan itself will include such information as existing and 


proposed land use, boundaries, current and proposed zoning 
and more. The ARA could call on the city planning depart- 
ment and perhaps other agencies to help it draw up the 
development design. 


Once a plan is prepared and approved by the council, title to 


the vocational school property would be turned over to the 
ARA for actual development. 


Hemphill said hearings and other procedural steps must be 


taken in order to comply with state requirements for carrying 
out a redevelopment plan, but "if everything falls into place 


and meshes nicely," a developer could be ready to go with 
some type of project within a year. 


Hemphili admitted this was "probably a pretty optimistic 


estimate," however. 


He said the ARA can immediately start looking for poten- 


tial developers, and admitted that a "couple of nibbles and 
expressions of interest" had already been shown by potential 
developers. 


Pointer wants to seek special zoning classifications for the 


area that would prevent the type of "asphalt jungles" that 
have grown up around other large apartment developments 
in the city because of city zoning code parking requirements. 


Hemphill said the plan can include such special restrictions 


that could be enforced if the plan is adopted by the council. 


Hemphill said the plan must conform with the city's 


comprehensive planning in the area —which is not known at 
this time because the city is in the middle of updating its 
comprehensive plan.

Initial steps 
taken toward 
ethics code

The Outagamie County Board took the first step toward adopting a code of ethics 


late Tuesday afternoon when it authorized the chairman to appoint a five-member 
committee to formulate and propose a code within two months. 


With little discussion, the board voted to suspend its parliamentary rules requir- 


ing introduction of resolutions five days before a board meeting and voted 26 to 
give the appointment power to Chairman Russell DeLaHunt. 


The resolution didn't concede any wrongdoing by county board members, but said 


a code would be in "the best interest of elected officials, county employes and the 
electorate to have officials and employes avoid not only actual conflicts of interest 
but aiso appearances of conflicts of interest, favoritism or imprGr.ir personal gain." 


Also, it noted this could help avoid the problem of reporters, opponents and others 


magnifying shortcomings of county 
government. 


The county highway committee and at 


least one county employe came under 
heavy fire last year when the judge 
conducting a John Doe investigation 
into 
certain county government 


operations recommended that charges 
be brought against the county employe 
and suggested that the highway com- 
mittee was involved in questionable, 
though not criminal, activities. 


In mid-October, after three months of 


Doe testimony on various subjects, 
then-acting Circuit Court Judge R. 
Thomas Cane issued a statement 
recommending the code "prohibiting 
employes and elected officials from ac- 
cepting any gifts or favors from in- 
dividuals who are doing business with 
or requesting in any manner to do 
business with Outagamie County." 


Panel doesn't favor travel policy 


Four Appleton aldermen decided that 


the mayor's travel policy for depart- 
ment heads was too restrictive Tuesday 
and voted to pay half the cost of a 
three-day trip to Las Vegas, Nev., for 
Building and Plumbing Inspector 
Charles Magnette. 


The move, which members of the 


committee saw as a way of bringing the 
matter before the City Council for ac- 
tion next week, could override Mayor 
James Sutherland's policy that says 
department heads, with few exceptions, 
should not be allowed to attend out-of- 
state conventions at city expense. 


Sutherland promulgated that policy in 


October, 1972. 


Magnette said the mayor did not view 


his request to attend a March conven- 


tion of the American Society of Building 
and Construction Inspectors in Las 
Vegas was exceptional. 


The inspections director called it a 


"head-in-the-sand attitude" and sug- 
gested that the committee change the 
mayor-initiated policy with one of its 
own that would allow department heads 
to attend out-of-state affairs once every 
three or four years, for example. 


"I think this is a close-door policy, 


and I don't think that is good," said the 
building inspector of the mayor's 
policy, a copy of which was before him 
and members of the welfare and or- 
dinance committee that approved his 
request for city help in making the trip 
to Las Vegas. 


Magnette said it was only the second 


out-of-state convention he would have 
attended in his 12 years with the city. 
The other was in Dubuque, Iowa. 


Magnette said the convention would 


include 
representatives 
from 


throughout industry, architecture, code 
enforcement and other areas who could 
expose him to new ideas. 


"Granted, Las Vegas sounds very 


appealing at this time of year," he 
admitted. Other committee members 
agreed that the issue wouldn't be nearly 
so hot if the convention was scheduled 
in Chicago or Dubuque. 


"I think we should see what other 


parts of our nation are doing," he said, 
attempting to justify the out-of-state 
trip. 


No money for the trip was included in 


the 1974 budget. The committee finally 
agreed to pay one-half Magnette's ex- 
penses for the three-day trip (Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday) that he estimated 
would be §370, but not more than one- 
half of 5370.

fermented malt beverage licenses — 
primarily grocery stores — be 
required to have a licensed operator 
on the premises at all times beer is 
being sold.

mittee — after one member said it 
would be a hardship on small 
businesses and another said he 
agreed with Kaufman's intent but 
thought he was going about it the 
^ wrong way —held up action on it 


luesday until City Atty. David 
Geenen'and Police Chief Earl Wolff 
give their opinions. 


Kaufman said the only intent 


behind his proposal is to keep 16- 
year-olds from selling beer in 
grocery stores without adequate 
supervision. 


They are allowed to under present 


laws governing holders of Class A 
beer licenses, which cost S10 and 
allow the holder to sell only beer not 
consumed on the premises. 


It is Kaufman's second proposal. 


His first would have required all 
sellers of beer in such establish- 
ments to be at least 18 years old, 
and the sellers of liquor in liquor 
establishments to have operator's 
licenses. 


That proposal was voted down 


twice by the welfare and ordinance 
committee. 


"I want to make someone res- 


ponsible for the sale of this stuff," 
said Kaufman. 


Aid. Walter Kalata (2nd) said the 


store manager is, whether or not he 
has an operator's license that can 
be taken away if he or his staff is 
caught selling beer to minors. 


"He's gonna get canned," Kalata 


said, if he doesn't live by the rules. 


"I think we've got enough laws 


now," said Aid. James Schreiter 
(5th). "If we can't abide by these. I 
think we're in trouble." 


Schreiter 
said 
Kaufman's 


proposal would be a hardship on 
small businesses. "About all vou'd 


be doing is making a couple extra 
bucks for the city,'" he said. 


Both Kaufman and Kalata agreed 


that laws governing the sale of beer 
to minors should be more strongly 
enforced. 


Finance Committee Chairman 


Delmar Schwaller (16th) supported 
Kaufman's proposal. He said it 
would not discourage grocery stores 
from hiring persons under 18, but 
would merely require them to 
purchase one extra operator's 
license for a person that could be 
there when the manager isn't. 


He said it was wrong to allow 


grocery stores to sell beer with so 
few restrictions and for the price of 
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Cane didn't mention it by name, but 


he apparently was referring to the 
highway committee and its practices, 
which included receiving free lunches, 
trips and other favors from representa- 
tives of companies selling or trying to 
sell equipment to the county. 


Some highway committee members 


admitted later that they received the 
free lunches and trips, but they con- 
tended that there was no wrongdoing. 
At least one said he would continue to 
accept such favors. 


Cane said in October that he found no 


evidence of criminal activity, but 
warned that favor-receiving could lead 
to it. 


Supv. Eugene Kloes, Appleton, said 


Tuesday he had no objection to a code of 
ethics, but that it should include not 
only county board members, but the 
county executive, judges, "lawyers, 
plea bargainers." 


Supv. John Hennessy, Town of Center, 


who initiated the resolution, said he 
hoped the committee named would 
include all county government people, 
but that decision will have to be worked 
out by the committee DeLaHunt ap- 
points.

Valley rail service may be 
considered in state study

MADISON — The Department of 


Transportation is prepared to make a 
$120,000 study to see if renewed railroad 
transportation in Wisconsin, and par- 
ticularly from Milwaukee to Green Bay. 
would be feasible. 


Rep. Michael Ferrall, D-Milwaukee, 


presented the department-endorsed 
amendment at a public hearing before 
the joint finance committee, and asked 
that the influential committee attach the 
amendment to the budget review bill. 


The study, if approved by the commit- 


tee and the legislature, would authorize 
the Department of Transportation to 
study rail possibilities throughout the 
state and return with recommendations 
by September. 


Sen. Walter Hollander, R-Rosendale, 


committee co-chairman, said after the 
meeting that he wouldn't support a 
$120,000 study but might be receptive to a 


less expensive study of just the Mil- 
waukee-to-Green Bay line. 


Amtrak and Department of Transpor- 


tation officials agree that the Mil- 
waukee-Green Bay route would be the 
first priority but Ferrall says the study- 
should include the entire state to get an 
objective appraisal of the state's needs, 
as well as to avoid political pressure. 


The Assembly has already adopted a 


resolution asking for a study but the bill 
is resting in the Senate's transportation 
committee. The Ferrall study would be 
made by the department's bureau of 
policy planning in the division of plan- 
ning. 


James Smith of the division of plan- 


ning said Tuesday that a study would be 
necessary before any restoration of rail 
service could be made. Smith criticized 
comments made last week by Sen. 
Thomas Petri, R-Fond du Lac, who stat- 
ed that there was a possibility of full res- 
toration in six months to a year. 


"There's no doubt that the Mil- 


waukee-Green Bay route is our top 
priority," Smith said, citing public and 
legislative pressure. "But there are a 
few realities that must be understood. 
First, while it is possible that Amtrak 
could extend its Chicago-Milwaukee ser- 
vice to provide one run to "Green Bay 
daily, there is still the problem of 
juggling schedules and getting the 
equipment. 


"Secondly, there is the reality of the 


track conditions." Smith added. There 
are three routes that could be taken, 
either along the lake, through Calumet 
County on the old Milwaukee Road, or 
through Oshkosh and Appleton on the 
Chicago and North Western tracks.

; cement cases, paternity actions and 
marriages. 
' The outline is the first concrete 
; proposal for a revamp of procedures to 
deal with family-oriented court matters 
!ever introduced in the county and 
; comes just a month after two new 
•judges were seated here. 
. The county board's judiciary com- 
'mittee, meeting jointly Tuesday with 
the social services board to discuss 
nonsupport arrearages, took 
the 


proposal under advisement. 


One of the new judges involved, 


County Judge Thomas Williams of 
Branch I (the traditional divorce court) 
said the outline is an independent effort 
by the county's board of judges to 
'improve judicial procedures. 


The hub of the system would be the 


^Family Court Commissioner's office. 
"Administrative processing and hear- 
ings involving initial court orders would 
be handled there in addition to the 
family counseling wlready done. Court 
ordered payments would be channeled 
through the Clerk of Court's office for 


recording. 


The outline calls for full implementa- 


tion of the proposal by June 1 with a full 
evaluation after Dec/31 by the board of 
judges who could then modify it. 


A key approval would have to be 


obtained from the State Director of 
Courts, with the approval of the State 
Supreme Court. The director would 
issue a continuing order authorizing all 
five judges to act in all family court 
matters filed in any of the county's 
courts. 


Circuit Court Judge William Crane 


said, in addition, a public hearing is 
necessary to gauge the response froom 
the county bar association, other groups 
and individuals. Inasmuch as the 
proposal calls for additional personnel, 
it would require county board action. 


Exact numbers for new personnel 


were not given and the committee 
requested them. The judges concluded 
that additional staff should at least 
include hiring an assistant family court 
commissioner, an investigator to en- 
force financial and temporary orders, 
and new clerical helpers. 


A sworn affidavit relating to financial 


matters pertinent to the court action 
should be required including any invol- 
vement of the welfare department's Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children 
program. 


The judges suggested tentative family 


court days as Thursday and Friday. 
Noncontested divorce actions and short 
nonsupport proceedings would be taken 
up in the morning each day; contested 
matters and trials together with longer 
motions would be heard in the after- 
noon. 


In 1973, the judges' figures showed, 


115 divorces were completed in Branch 
I but an equal number in each of the two 
circuit courts for a total of 233 were also 
decided.

A potential safety hazard has caused 


the state highway division to seek ad- 
vice from the state attorney general's 
office on what steps cc uld be taken to 
correct the situation if that became 
necessary.

However, Brownson said the situation 
was much worse on N'icolet Street, a 
frontage road between U.S. 41 and the 
building. "You are completely blinded 
for a time," he said. 


The highway commissioner suggested 


the situation should be watched for a 
time to see if the change in angle of the 
sun has any effect on the reflections as 
spring approaches.

master class to be conducted at 7 p.m. 
Monday with ballet students of Nikolai 
Makaroff, assistant professor at UWGB. 
Public performances of two different 
programs will be given at 8:15 p.m. 
Tuesday and Wednesday in the Creative 
Communication Theater on campus. 


"I* Equipped with adaptable produc- 
iC3ions, a repertory that represents a wide 
"-grange of choreographic styles, and a 


foster of outstanding young dancers, 
the company has toured throughout the 
United States to provide professional 


.fiance services at reasonable cost to 


small communities. Artistic director of 
the 15-member troupe is Richard 
Englund, who studied with Antony 
Tudor, Martha Graham and Agnes de 
Mille. among others, and has danced 
with Jose Limon. the Metropolitan 
Opera Ballet, the National Ballet of 
Canada and American Ballet Theatre. 
Englund is assisted by a staff of nine 
that includes his wife, former ballerina 
Gage Bush, who serves as rehearsal 
coach. 


Tuesday's program includes two 


ballets danced by the full company, Jigs 
'n Reels, and Napoli, a "divertis- 
sement" taken from a popular romantic 
ballet that was first performed in 1942. 
In Jigs 'n Reels, choreographed by the 
director, the dancers do a turnabout on 
the history of ballet. Through eight 
movements of Malcolm Arnold's varia- 
tions on rural dances of the British 
Isles, the formality of the classical 
ballet moves quickly into the hip and 
heel movements of country dances and 
back again into classical phrasing. The 
folk tradition is emphasized by cos- 
tumes worn by the dancers, who are 
divided into three "clans" suggested by 
the colors of their sashes. 


Napoli depicts a village festival on the 


Bay of Naples, complete with fisherman 
in black breeches 
and 
colorful 


neckerchiefs, dirndled girls with 
flowers in their hair, and a newly be- 
trothed couple who are the guests of 
honor at the colorful, frolic. In Icarus, 
based on a Greek myth, three dancers 
take the roles of Daedalus, the first man 
who aspired to flight, his son Icarus, 
and the Sun. radiating a fatal fascina- 
tion for the earthbound hero. A classic 
pas de deux, Le Corsaire, completes the 
first program. 


Offered as major works on the second 


program are Aaron Copland's Crazy 
Quilt, based on motifs of early 
American 
patchwork quilts, and 


Impressions, seven short movements 
reflecting the often bizarre humor of the 
paintings of Paul Klee. 


The Copland ballet uses contem- 


porary movements to enliven the classic 
designs known to quilters and folk his- 
tory 
buffs 
as 
-"Windblown," 


"Drunkard's Path," "Dove in the Win- 
dow" and "Blazing Star." 


The movements suggested by the 


Klee paintings are executed by dancers 
in brilliantly colored body tights on a 
stage flooded with light, in a style that 
blends slapstick, surrealism and ab- 
surdity. Some of the dances relate to the 
actual design, shape or color of the 
paintings — while others take the 
general mood of a picture or its title as 
the inspiration. 


The troupe returns briefly to classical 


ballet in the pas de deux, Don Quixote, 
before ending the Wednesday program 
with Annual. Annual is a 1971 creation 
of Rudy Perez, whose dance world has 
been described by one critic as "odd, 
unexpected, fastidiously near —a world 
that prisms the ordinary into a rain- 
bow." 


Tickets for the dance programs are on 


sale at the UWGB box office and Infor- 
mation Center, and reservations may be 
made by mail or telephone with the 
Office of Lectures and Performances. 
Special rates are in effect for students, 
senior citizens and groups, and a 
reduced two-ticket price is offered to 
those who plan to attend both perfor- 
mances. Individuals who wish to visit 
the master class may attend as ob- 
servers without charge. The class will 
also be held in the Creative Com- 
munication Theater.

Subpoena 
of Nixon 
is found 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A subpoena 


commanding President Nixon to testify 
at the California burglary trial of a 
former top White House aide has gone to 
the special Watergate prosecutor for 
further action. 


After being delayed in the mail, the 


subpoena finally reached the District of 
Columbia Superior Court clerk Tuesday 
and he immediately sent it to acting U.S. 
Atty. Earl J. Silbert for action. 


Siibert promptly bucked it to the 


special prosecutor's office. 


A spokesman for special prosecutor 


Leon Jaworski indicated the matter 
would be referred routinely to the D.C. 
Superior Court for a decision on whether 
the President's testimony is essential 
and, if so, whether he can be required to 
obey the summons. 


A White House spokesman has said the 


President "would respectfully decline to 
appear ... on constitutional grounds." 


The possibility remained open that 


Nixon would consider written responses 
to questions. 


Out-of-siate requests for witnesses 


are routinely decided by the Superior 
Court, which is the equivalent of a state 
court. 
The subpoena, requested by former 


presidential aide John D. Ehrlichman, 
was issued Feb. 1. by California 
Superior Court Judge Gordon Ringer. It 
was the first time a state court judge 
had ordered a President to testify in 
person at a trial. 


Ringer ordered Nixon to appear in 


court on Feb. 25 and April 15. 


Ehrlichman and two other former 


White House aides are charged with 
burglary and conspiracy in connection 
with the break-in at the Beverly Hills, 
Calif., office of Dr. Lewis Fielding, 
Daniel Ellsberg's psychiairist. 
Ehriichman also is charged with per- 
jury. All pleaded innocent. 


The break-in, engineered by the White 


House plumbers unit, was part of an 
effort to determine Ellsberg's motives in 
leaking the Pentagon Papers study to the 
press.

Roosevelt Longworth throws a party, 
everybody who is anybody in this 
name-dropping capital tries to be there. 


And when the late President Theodore 


Roosevelt's daughter by his first 
marriage, the witty, uncontainable 
"Princess Alice," threw herself a 90th 
birthday party, President Nixon and his 
family made a point of attending. 


So, for that matter, did Henry Kis- 


singer, Averell Harriman, Joan Ken- 
nedy, Art Buchwald, the 
Sargent 


Shrivers and, Mrs. Longworth said, 
"Too damn many people to fit in this 
little house." 


For "Mrs. L.," as her friends call her, 


is a legend in the Washington salon 
society. She has lived in a faded, DuPont 
Circle mansion, covered by tangled 
vines, for more than half a century now. 
And she has known every' president since 
Benjamin Harrison. 


So at precisely 5 p.m. EOT, Mrs. 


Longworth descended the steps to her 
second floor drawing room, sweeping in 
wearing a long black dress covered with 
crouching, gold leopard she confessed to 
purchasing five years ago.

kidnapers felt the former two were being 
held only because they were SLA 
members. 


"Whatever happens to the two 


prisoners will happen to me," she said.

with automatic weapons and there is also 
a medical team here and there is no way 
that I will be released until they let me 
go," she said. "So it wouldn't do any 
good for somebody to come in here and 
trv to get me by force.

In New York, the International League 


for the Rights of Man demanded 
Solzhenitsyn's "immediate release" in a 
cable to Soviet President Nikolai V. 
Podgorny. The league asked for help 
from U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger and promised to take its 
protest to the United Nations Commis- 
sion on Human Rights. 


The Association of American 


Publishers also cabled Podgorny and 
asked for the assistance of Kissinger and 
the nations that signed the 1952 Univer- 
sal Copyright Convention. 


It warned that failure to release the

orchestrated attack on Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn tends to support, rather 
than refute, the Nobel Prize author's 
accusation that the Soviet leaders cling 
to the "bloody past" of Stalinism. 
» 


The means of attack, the chorused 


condemnations, the endless repetition of 
Stalinist cliches, the savage epithets, the 
secret police intimidation and harass- 
ment are all echoes of a system that was 
supposed to have been laid to rest with 
the carcass of the dictator. 


The amount of remaining Stalinism is 


a matter of importance to the West If it 
exists to any large extent in domestic 
affairs, how' much role does it have in 
external affairs? 


Much of what has gone on lately can 


lead Westerners to a dolorous conclusion 
about the vast Soviet nation of a quarter 
billion people: that it is still ruled as a 
dictatorship by a small group of men, 
within which is a highly influential 
coterie of unreconstructed Stalinists. 


Nikita Khrushchev tried to exorcise 


the Stalin ghost with an assault on the 
"cult of personality," but even 
Khrushchev 
found 
relaxations 


dangerous to the rule of the party and 
had to backtrack After his overthrow in 
1964, his successors did yet more 
backtracking, even to adopting for the 
party's chief the old title of "Genera! 
Secretary" and restoring the name 
"Politburo" for the central ruling body. 


It's hardly surprising that Stalinism 


retains a hold. The party, which controls 
everything in the U S S R., is run by an 
-old man's club of 16 members, us 
Politburo, whose average age is 63. The 
oldest is nearmg 75, the youngest three 
are 55. 


All 16 are products of the Stalin era - 


even the youngest, who were Young 
Communist League leaders when Stahn 
was carrying on the bloodiest of his 
purges All graduated from Stalin's 
Higher Party School. 


General Secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev 


was 47 and set in his ways when Stahn 
died By then he was already a high- 
ranking figure in the Stalinist scheme of 
things, a veteran "political commissar" 
or party sentinel m the army. He had 
been a high ranking functionary in the 
Ukraine at the height of the severest 
purges there 


The old warhorse ideologist Mikhail 


Suslov, now, 71, was Stalin's top theore- 
tician, a propaganda expert and Stalin's 
chosen editor-in-chief for Pravda, the 
party newspaper. Suslov's history dates 
to the early purges of the 1930s Today 
his is an unmistakable \ oice of Stalinist 
conservatism and orthodoxy. 


One can go down the list of 16 Politburo 


members and establish direct links to 
the Stalin era for each Some seem more 
Stalinist than others, but the germ 
infected all of them. 


The internal crackdown on dissent, 


forbidding any whisper that questions 
the party, has an important bearing on 
Soviet foreign affairs and the process of 
relaxing tensions known as detente. 


The detente evidently has aroused 


debate in the Politburo itself, between 
those willing to take some risks for the 
prospective benefits and those wary of 
anything with the slightest tinge of risk. 
Suslov and Defense Minister Andrei 
Grechko, a 70-year-old army marshal, 
are in the no-risk camp, and so, it seems, 
is Yuii Andropov, the secret police chief 
who was a recent Politburo addition 


Recently there's been a spate of 


speeches by Politburo members in 
connection with awards in various areas 
for production performance in what is 
still called, m the Stalinist phrase, 
"socialist competition." 


The speeches show some interesting 


comparisons. Andropov, for example, 


sounds less than enthusiastic for 
relaxation, warning that, detente or not, 
"we by no means close our eyes to the 
dangerous aggressive actions of the 
aggressive circles of imperialism." 


Andropov added that "recent events in 


the Near East testify to the particular 
urgency of this warning." Grechko 
sounded much the same. 


But Brezhnev noted that it was "with 


a feeling of optimism" that the future 
had to be viewed, although he seemed

impelled to bow to the hard liners by 
adding that "it goes without saying that 
in the future, too, we will have to take 
care of strengthening our country's 
defense and the security of the entire 
socialist (Communist) camp." 


Brezhnev still seems much the boss as 


of the moment. In fact, the Stalin-era 
phrase about the Politburo "headed by 
the General Secretary" has been 
popping up in the press lately.

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Utilities say service cut last resort

How could a senior citizen living on an 


adequate income die of exposure in his 
own home? 


The death of Harold Radtke, 72, in his 


Pesthtigo home last week after the 
Wisconsin Public Service Corp. turned 
off his gas service for nonpayment of a 
utility bill has sparked statewide 
reaction. 


Few agree on how or why Harold 


Radtke happened to freeze in his home, 
but an informal Associated Press sur- 
vey of several major utility firms across 
the state indicate it could happen 
anywhere in Wisconsin. 


Officials at Wisconsin Public Service 


said the circumstances of Radtke's 
death are questionable because he was 
found with the door and windows of the 
home open in zero weather. Other utili- 
ties said Radtke's death was unfor- 
tunate, a rare circumstance. Yet most 
other utility firms across the state, 
using the same policies and safeguards 
employed by Wisconsin Public Service, 
turn off the gas and electricity for 
hundreds of homes during the winter. 


Legislation asking that utilities be 


required to notify local welfare agencies 
24 hours in advance of shutting off 
residential service was sent Tuesday to 
the Senate by the state Assembly. 


The Assembly resolution requests the 


Public Service Commission and the state 
office of emergency energy assistance to 
adopt special rules to protect persons in 
situations like that of Radtke. 


The Senate had refused earlier 


Tuesday to consider a bill prohibiting a 
public utility from disconnecting service 
unless it had exhausted all alternatives 
for collecting on bills. 


The predominant argument is that 


utilities must carry out their threats to 
disconnect in order to convince dead- 
beat customers they really have to pay 
their utility bills. 


Robert Johnson, vice president and 


comptroller of the Wisconsin Gas Co. 
headquartered in Milwaukee, said 
utilities failing to cut off service to 
nonpaying customers would lose the 
necessary- "leverage" to collect. 


Russell Britt, vice president of 


finance for the Wisconsin Electric 
Power Co.. said the threat of cutting off 
service is the greatest weapon a utility 
has in getting people to pay their bills. 


Their sentiments are echoed by Gus 


Swoboda, division manager for Wiscon- 
sin Public Service in Marinette and 
Peshtigo. He said the firm never would 
have turned off Radtke's service if 
company collectors had not had trouble 
with him earlier. 


"It was our experience that some 


drastic action was needed to show this 
individual that he had to pay his bill," 
Swoboda said. 


Officials of most other Wisconsin 


utilities said the same thing, that they 
contact social agencies before cutting 
the electricity or gas to a welfare 
recipient. 


However, only vague procedures were 


established in most companies for 
persons not on welfare who had fallen on 
hard times or simply failed to pay their 
bills, as was Radtke's case. 


Many utilities give customers a 


chance to keep their heat on by pleading 
with company representatives who 
make personal recommendations about 
cutting services after paying visits to the 
home. 


"We find out what their financial 


status is just in discussions with our 
collectors we send out," Swoboda said. 
"There is no background information 
on finances or credit ratings or 
anything like that." 


He added that Radtke, who was found 


dead nine days after the gas was turned 
off. probably wouldn't have died if he 
had been on welfare because the firm 
normally contacts social services agen- 
cies before cutting service to a welfare 
recipient. "We had information in- 
dicating that he had an income that ' 
would allow him to pay his bill." 
Swoboda said. 


Bob Metzgar, information represen- 


tative for Northern States Power Co. in 
Eau Claire, said his firm's collectors 
visit the-homes of nonpaying cus- 
tomers to gauge the 
customer's 


finances and possibly work out some 
form of monthly payments. 


He also said it is normal procedure for 


the utility to run a creit check on 
customers. "If--there is a critical need 
we will tell public agencies," he said.

Like Swoboda, Anderson said a 
nonpaying customer may actually have 
a better chance of keeping his heat or 
electricity if be is On welfare than if he 
merely gets behind for a month or two. 


Anderson said Wisconsin Electric 


Power representatives also usually visit 
the homes of nonpaying customers to 
give them a chance to explain their 
tardiness in sending the money in. 


Wisconsin Gas, which often requires 


new customers to put down a two-month 
security deposit, won't disconnect 
anyone's service during the winter until 
a company representatives has met with 
the customer and explained that the gas 
would really be turned off. 


Wisconsin Gas spokesman Paul Helke 


said, however, that the firm has turned 
off the gas service to about 150 of its 
360,000 customers in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin Rapids, Marshfield and Rice 
Lake in the last two months. 


"We don't disconnect at the drop of a 


hat," he said. "Normally this happens 
only to customers who have had a long 
time problem." 


However, he also emphasized that the 


firm itself does not contact any public 
agency before turning off a delinquent 
customer's gas. 


"We don't contact any social agen- 


cies," he said. "That's the recipient's 
responsibility." 


Frederick Mackie, president of the 


Madison Gas and Electric Co., said his 
firm has a long-standing policy of 
requiring company officers to give 
preliminary approval to any discon- 
necting during the winter, and said his 
firm also works closelv with welfare 


agencies when a bill goes unpaid. 


But what happens when, as in the 


Radtke case, the customer is not on 
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welfare and refuses to tell the company 
why he can't pay his bill?

Congress isn't likely to cut military

He wants to give the job to the

a wad of red tape virtually impossible to 
wade through. 


Aspin is lecturing this week at the 


university as part of a new un- 
dergraduate series on public policy. His 
last public lecture will be at $ p.m. today 
at Riverview Lounge in the student union 
where he will discuss the energy crisis. 


Monday and Tuesday Aspin analyzed 


how Congress can cut military spending. 
Basically, he said. Congress doesn't 
want to buck the military especially if it 
means losing votes at home. 


And Aspin said a Congressional 


reform isn't the answer. Some reforms, 
such as strengthening of the party 
caucus at expense of committees, might 
help but the basic problem is that 
Congress doesn't like to confront issues 
head on. 


"Congress just doesn't like to face the 


issues on a rational basis." 


It's a political place where vital 


decisions are made on political merits. 
That's the way Congressmen survive. 
But it is a sounding board for the nation. 
"The mood of Congress is very seldom 
removed from the mood of the country," 
said Aspin. 


And Congress can act indirectly to 


force cuts in military spending. 


Aspin's plan is simple. He'd tack an

A bill that its sponsor says would 


"clearly prohibit" the kind of three- 
year reassessment program being 
carried out by Appieton has been in- 
troduced in the Assembly by state Rep. 
William Rogers, D-Kaukauna. 


Rogers has attacked the city's as- 


sessment program, saying it is illegal, 
and asked Aid. Edward Maloney (9th) 
to sponsor a move to change it. 


Rogers also has said the state Bureau 


of Property and Utilities Tax has agreed 
that the city's program is illegal. 


"This legislation was prompted after 


a large number of people from Appieton 
expressed concern over the policy now 
being used by the city," said Rogers in 
a news release. 


Rogers' 5th Assembly District 


includes parts of the city that were 
included in the one-third portion that 
reassessed in 1973. The other two-thirds 
of the city will be reassessed over ihe 
next two years, according to the plan 
now being carried out. 


Maloney has proposed that the reas- 


sessment continue, but that the new 
figures not take effect until the entire 
city is reassessed. This year, taxes for 
the property owners in the one-third of 
the city reassessed were based on the 
reassessments, while the other two- 
thirds simply had their original 
property assessments multipllied by 
2.7027 to give average 100 per cent full 
value figures. 


Rogers, Maloney and others have

Valentine's Day is an excellent time to think of saving the heart of the man 


you love and protect the hearts, literally, of the whole family. The time has 
come for dietary control with emphasis on nutrition. Since February is Heart 
Month and the move is for food education, today's recipes show that the rules 
can be followed and the menu still can be interesting. 


The American Heart Association has an appropriately toned (heart red) 


cookbook out with the apt catch phrase "Good health as well as good flavor 
built into every recipe" on its cover. It shows the way to heart health through 
diet in 355 pages of recipes ... the book includes sample menus . . . buying 
tips . . . rules of this health adventure which seems to be a personal matter 
with everybody's needs just a bit different. There also are cooking tips to keep 
the gal at the kitchen stove straight when it comes to using fats and oils, 
judging amounts and what a serving means. 


There's more than a grain of truth to the old rhyme, "Jack Sprat could eat 


no fat, his wife could eat no lean ..." That's how the introduction to the 
books starts with the comment that favorite foods don't get to be favorites 
through accident. They evolve by way of "comfort, habit, convenience or 
fond childhood memories." The life style of eating differs as widely as those 
of Mr. and Mrs. Sprat. 


The other side of the picture is that the body has nothing to do with life 


styles, even favorite foods, except within its job to keep the body going, 
growing and healthy, if possible. Fats are necessary. So is cholesterol. It's 
when the body gets too much of these essentials that trouble ... possible heart 
trouble ... looms. The average American eats too much fat with 50 per cent 
or more of his caloric intake in fat. The American Heart Association suggests 
that fat should be limited to 30 to 35 per cent of the diet. Also, the type of fats 
may make a difference. It really comes down to reading the labels on the 
food that's purchased to make sure of every food that's bought. 


According to the cookbook, average, daily nutritional needs (which must 


be adjusted to each person's build, work needs, of course) include 1) 2 cups 
of low-fat milk or low-fat milk products; 2) 6 ounces of lean meat that 
includes fish, poultry, beef or the protein equivalent in vegetables Such as 
beans; 3) 2 or more cups of vegetables and fruits, including both yellow and 
green; 4) 4 or more servings of whole grain or enriched cereals or bread; 5) 
2 to 4 tablespoons of polyunsaturated fats or oils. 


Perhaps there's a more informative way of spelling out the basic food 


needs. For instance, one serving of bread or cereals means 1 slice of bread or 
1 cup cold cereal, but 1 /2 cup cooked cereal. It means that lean meat should 
be used with more emphasis on fish and poultry. Substitute skim milk for 


'

whole milk, thereby eliminating most of the fat, yet keeping the vitamins and 
minerals. Use skim milk or nonfat dry milk in cooking as well as for drinking. 
Serve raw vegetables such as carrot slices, stalks of celery, green pepper slices 
or cauliflower flowerets for snacks. Skip the potato chips and other such, 
except on special occasions. Cottage cheese may be substituted for sour 
cream or cream cheese in dips. 


When it comes to telling the difference between "saturated fat" and 


"polyunsaturated fat," the rule of thumb is this: saturated fats usually remain 
solid at room temperature and are mainly animal fat in origin. This means 
meat, cheese made from cream and whole milk, eggs and butter. Polyunsa- 
turated fats come from plant sources such as corn, cottonseed, saffiower and 
soybeans. One glaring exception is coconut oil, which is highly saturated. The 
best way to find out which is which is to read the label. 


Cholesterol is needed for good physical health. The body even manufac- 


tures some. It's the too much that causes the trouble, according to the Heart 
Association. The substance is found in foods such as egg yolk, meats, organ 
meats, shellfish, cheese, cream and butter. These are all foods animal in 
origin. 


The important thing to remember is that no menu needs to be fat-free or 


even cholesterol-free or any other food-free. The idea is to control the intake 
of fats, or any other nutrient that becomes "too much" for the body to take 
without troubles, either today or building for tomorrow. 


Maybe the shopping tips in the cookbook will give a better idea of what 


this heart-saving is all about. Buy lean meats, for instance with emphasis on 
fish, chicken, turkey or veal. Restrict the use of luncheon meats such as 
sausages, salami, frankfurters and liverwurst. Choose hamburger with a 
medium-to-deep color, or better yet, have the butcher grind a well-trimmed 
piece of round steak or stewing beef for you. Buy only polyunsaturated 
vegetable oils for cooking. When purchasing margarine, pick the one that 
starts its ingredient list with "liquid" vegetable oil. Skip the butter roils, sweet 
rolls, commercial mixes that contain dried eggs and whole milk. Above all, 
watch those convenience foods for saturated fat. Again, read the label. The 
time has come, not only to balance the budget, but to balance the menu with 
planning ahead, careful shopping and lowering the boom on too much fat, 
too much cholesterol-rich foods, too much perhaps in each serving. 


Translated into interesting dishes, the following recipes might fit the menu 


and the pocketbook of today as a Happy Valentine start to better family 
health.

Republican senators 
chided him Tuesday for having not 
signed it. 


GOP Sen. Gerald Lorge of Bear Creek 


said Lucey did not have "enough guts." 


"I'd rather lose my seat in the 


legislature than get elected on such an 
ugly issue as abortion," Lorge said. 


Republican Sen. Gordon Roseleip of 


Darlington declared: "Every night 
when I go to bed, I thank God my mom 
and dad didn't decide to have an 
abortion. 


"No church and no party is influencing 


me on this resolution. Gods telling me to 
support it," he added. 


Citing what he said are several 


national polls and a poll conducted in his 
own district, Democratic Sen. Carl 
Thompson of Stoughton said most 
persons believe abortion should be a 
personal decision between "a woman 
and her doctor." 


"No government should be able to 


interfere," he said. "It is a terrible 
decision for a person to make." 


Laws relating to drunken driving and 


criminal offenses committed while 
under the influence of alcohol are not 
voided by the bill. 


The measure provides that a person 


harming another person while "in- 
capacitated" may be committed by a 
doctor or relative for up to 48 hours, but 
may not be involuntarily committed for 
a longer period.

Treatment may not last more than 210 


days. 


Programs would be administered by 


public and private health care facilities-

Homeowner protection from creditors expanded 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — A bill .to 


increase protection of home owners 
against civil action by creditors received 
final legislative approval Tuesday. 


The Democratic-controlled Assembly 


approved 73-21 a Republican-controlled 
Senate bill to increase the state homes- 
tead tax exemption from $10,000 to 
$25,000. 


If signed by Gov. Patrick J. Lucey, the 


measure would prevent creditors from 
collecting on claims against up to $25,000 
of a person's equity in his home. 


The Assembly's Republican minority 


leader. Rep. John Shabaz of New Berlin, 
opposed the measure, saying it allows 
debtors "an escape from financial 
responsibility." 


The exemption applies to persons who 


own and occupy their homes. Included 
under the defininition of homestead is 
property surrounding the dwelling, 
ranging to 40 acres. 


The house rejected 62-32 an amend- 


ment which would have increased the 
exemption to only $20,000. The $10,000 
level was set in 1959. 


Shabaz argued the exemption gives too 


much protection to debtors. 
• "This means that a homeowner's 


equity in his home, up to $25,000, is not 


subject to action by creditors," he said. 
"This is a bill by which debtors can 
thwart the few collection remedies that 
can be brought against them." 


Democratic Rep. Anthony Earl of 


Wausau, the Assembly majority leader, 
argued that inflation demands the 
exemption be increased. 


"Several persons find they are in debt 


for reasons totally beyond their con- 
trol," he said, "This amount accurately 
and fairly reflects the situation we find 
ourselves in now."

making that world safe. There are two 
areas in the home that hold lots of 
hazards —the kitchen and the bathroom. 


To reduce kitchen dangers, remove al! 


cleaning solutions, detergents and other 
harmful products from cupboards 
children can reach. Either that or put a 
lock on the cupboards and remember to 
use it consistently. 
Don't forget ybar children will find 


ways to climb. What seems out of reach 
one day is not so the next. 


When you cook, always turn the 


handles of pots and pans to the back of 
the range. This keeps handles away 
from reaching fingers. You're also less 
likely to bump them, causing hot food to 
spilfon your children or yourself. 


Also keep electrical cords out of your 


children's reach. They can easily use 
one to pull down ihe appliance on them- 
selves. 
Hanging tablecloths give similar 


danger. Toddlers pull on these to stand 
up. Then everything goes down, perhaps 
on your children. 


If you keep matches in the kitchen (or 


anvwhere else in the house), put them in 
tightly covered jars. Be sure your 
children can't get the jars open. 


Store knives carefully, in places your 


children can't reach or get into. Don't 
use a sharp knife near children either. 
When you're cutting, they could move 
suddenly, causing you to lose control of 
the blade. 


To make the bathroom safe, store all 


medicine out of sight and reach of small 
children. Keeping medicine in a locked 
cabinet is recommended. When you buy 
drugs, request that they come in 
childproof containers. These 
are 


designed so young children can't open 
them. 


Before and after giving medicine to 


anyone, including your own children, 
carefully read the label in good light. 
This should prevent a harmful or even 
deadly mistake. But if a mistake is 
made, the second label reading will 
make you aware of it and may prevent 
serious results. 


Never leave a child under three alone 


in a bathtub. If you must leave the room, 
wrap the infant in a towel and take 
along. 
Also remember not to leave water 


standing in the tub. It's a good idea not 
to leave the plug handy, either. 


There are some general home safety 


tips for youngsters, too. Place guard 
railings across stairways, screen all 
windows and put safety covers on elec- 
trical outlets. Have door latches out of 
your children's reach — even if they 
stand on their tiptoes.

Drivers must watch how they stop for hitchhikers 
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Q: It seems the practice of 


hitchhiking is becoming increasingly 
popular as a means of transportation. I 
mink this is very dangerous, not only 
for the hitchhiker and the driver who 
stops to give him a lift, but for other 
motorists and pedestrians. Often, dur- 
ing busy rush hour traffic, I've noticed 
a driver suddenly cut across another 
lane or come to an unexpected stop to 
accommodate a hitchhiker, i thought 
hitchhiking was illegal, but my husband 
says it's only banned on interstate 
highways. Are there provisions in the 
law that pertain to this practice? 


A: State law does not prohibit either 


hitchhiking or stopping to pick up a 
hitchhiker. However, statutes do apply. 
A person may not "be on a roadway for 
the purpose of soliciting a ride" from 
the operator of any vehicle other than a 
public 
passenger 
vehicle (Sec. 


346.49(1), stats.), and a motorist may 
not deviate from his line of traffic or 
come to a sudden stop unless he can do 
so safely and provide ample warning of 
his intentions to other motorists. 


Consequently, it is possible to hitch a 


ride providing the person is off the 
roadway and a motorist may pick him 
up if he can do so without causing a 
safety hazard. 


There are situations where this prac- 


tice is forbidden. Your husband 
correctly cited one — on interstate 
highway. Drivers may not stop their 
vehicles, whether temporarily or other- 
wise, within an intersection, on a 
crosswalk, within 15 feet of a fire station 
driveway or upon any portion of a 
highway where stopping or standing is 
prohibited by official traffic signs. 
Another example where hitchhiking is 
ruled out is in business or residential 
districts where motorists may not stop 
their vehicles upon the roadway when it 
is practical to park or stop off the 
roadway. 


Hitchhiking can be a dangerous 


practice, especially when motorists 
suddenly cut across lanes or stop unex- 
pectedly, and when hitchhikers stand 
upon ihe roadway. There are other con- 
ditions drivers should consider before 


picking up a potential passenger. 
Should the driver become involved in an 
accident, he could be held liable for 
injuries to his passenger. More impor- 
tant, giving a ride to a complete 
stranger could prove to be dangerous in 
itself. 


Q: Is there a law regarding the aban- 


donment of motor vehicles? 


A: Yes, the law has been hi effect 


since November, 1971 and prohibits 
unauthorized abandonment of vehicles. 
It declares that any vehicle left unat- 
tended for more than 48 hours in cities 
of over 150,000 population and in other 
cities, villages, and towns, for a period 
of time set by the governing body 
thereof, without the permission of the 
property owner is a public nuisance 
(Sec. 342.40, stats.). Municipalities are 
authorized to impound or junk such a 
vehicle if the vehicle is not wanted for 
evidence or other legitimate reason. 


Under the law, municipalities may 


enact ordinances governing the removal 
and disposal of abandoned vehicles. 
Unless the vehicle is stolen, the owner

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I LONDON (AP) — Eleanor Donoghy, 
16, faces criminal charges in a British 
",csSirt for cruelty to prawns. Her alleged 
'crijne was to fry the shrimplike crea- 
tures to death instead of boiling them. 


Her case has so confused the court that 


"it adjourned for nearly two months so 
. that experts can decide such fun- 
'damental questions as "what is 
cruelty?" and even "what is a prawn?" 


;r-~Miss Donoghy works at a fish 
£ processing plant near Berwick in the 
» north of England. Her job was to dump 
' prawns into boiling water in part of the 
', process that turns them into scampi. 
' Instead, her workmates allege, she put 
» prawns onto a hot stove and watched as 
*they "jumped about in agony" until they 
* died. Her colleagues reported her to the 
-Royal Society for the Prevention of 
1 Cruelty to Animals. 


She denies the charge, but if convicted 


faces a maximum fine of $115 or three 
months in jail. 


The verdict could well rest on the 


court's interpretation of the 1912 


Protection of Animals Act, which covers 
any domestic or captive animal, birds, 
fish or reptiles. Prawns are not men- 
tioned hi the act. 


Miss Donoghy's lawyer argues that 


prawns are neither animals nor fish, but 
insects, and therefore uncovered by the 
act. The court session in Duns, near 
Berwick, was adjourned Friday until 
March 8 so that experts hi zoology could 
testify on what is a prawn. 


Meanwhile, expert opinion La London 


was divided on whether it is possible to 
be cruel to prawns. 


A spokesman for the Ministry of 


Agriculture's shellfish laboratory said, 
"Prawns have a very low sensitivity and 
no organ that you could possibly call a 
pain center. Good cooks have always 
treated live prawns and lobsters by 
immersing them in boiling water. There 
is no need to worry too much about the 
anguish of a prawn when it is thrown into 
boiling water." 


But the animal society issues these 


"humane cooking instructions" for 


prawns: first boil a saucepan of water to 
remove the oxygen in it. Let the water 
cool to a tepid temperature. Then drop hi 
the prawns. 


As usual, the creatures themselves are 


just prawns in the battle. Some 13 years 
ago the animal society intervened to 
save 500,000 oysters stranded in ships 
blocked by a London longshoremen's 
strike. The oysters were rescued, but 
eventually eaten alive by gourmets.

Garvey prepares for 
word war with Rozelle

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Ed Garvey 


admits to having played only high school 
football —but he has become a burr 
under the saddle of National Football 
League owners and Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle, as well as the lightning rod for 
the professional players. 


For the past three years as executive 


director of the NFL Players Association, 
the 33year-old Garvey has challenged. 
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Ed Garvey 


taunted, cajoled, negotiated, lambasted 
and sued the NFL owners and Rozelle on 
behalf of the some 1,200 players who are 
members of the pro football union. 


The biggest test in the history of the 


18-year-old association —the Super Test 
in'the jargon of the league —opens 
March 16 when the union and the owners 
begin negotiations on a new collective 
bargaining agreement. 


Commissioner Rozelle and union boss 


Garvey have engaged in some bloody 
battles, but the negotiation of a new 
contract threatens to be a Super War. 


In his plush offices in downtown 


Washington, Garvey telis an interviewer 
that a players' strike or an owners' 
lockout next summer would not benefit 
anyone; that the players want to play 


football, but they also want their 
freedom from the vise-tight grip he says 
the owners hold them in. 


Though he makes such statements 


with apparent sincerity- —along with a 
typically generous dose of offbeat humor 
—one gets the feeling that there will be 
a strike or a lockout unless the players 
win most, if not all of their demands. 


Garvey spent each week of last year's 


football season meeting with the players 
on the NFL's 26 teams to learn what 
demands the union should make when it 
confronts the Management Council, 
bargaining agent for the owners. The 
players meet March 2-6 in Chicago to 
hammer out a final position. 


The youthful-looking, bespectacled 


Garvey quickly says the primary battle 
in the negotiations will be what the 
players are calling the freedom issues, 
although they expect skirmishes over 
the old standbys of basic salaries, 
pension plans, and medical benefits. 


"We know that if we can eliminate the 


standard player contract, that alone 
would increase salaries more than 
anvthing we could accomplish in 
collective bargaining because it would 
give the individual some freedom to 
negotiate on his own. So that becomes 
more important than raising the 
minimum- 


Other items, such as the players' 


disatisfaction with artificial turf, also 
will be on the agenda, according to 
Garvev. But the major issues center 
around the control of Rozelle, whom the 
union believes is a tool for management 
—despite Rozelle's contention that it's 
his job to represent both the owners and 
the players.

The 
recommendations for increases by the 
board's personnel committee included 
Speener "and Woehler. 


Supv. Marvin Babbitt, Seymour,

world*Svgjp oil producer and lengthen 
the boycott. 


True, the President's optimistic 


prediction Jan. 30 echoed Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger on Jan. 22 when 
he forecast lifting of the boycott before 
'March 4. But in the words of one Arab 
•diplomat: "When Kissinger speaks, 
that's one thing; when the President 
speaks, 
that's 
something 
very 


different." 


The background of the President's 


cheering hint in his State of the Union 
address, "I can announce tonight that I 
have been assured" of a meeting of the 
Arab oil states, is a revealing study of a 
President desperately and dangerously 
pressing his luck to find good news for 
the voters-with highly damaging 
results. 


Faisal asked to use influence 


The key figure backstage was James 


Akins, Arab-wise U.S. ambassador in 
Saudi Arabia. .Akins made at least two 


urgent visits to the King's palace in 
Riyadh. The first followed similar 
strong urgings by President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt. With Israel beginning 
its withdrawal from the Suez Canal, 
Sadat almost begged Faisal to throw his 
considerable weight in the Arab world 
behind a move to end the boycott. 


Faisal was encouraging- At the next 


meeting of the Arab oil states, be told 
Akins, Saudi Arabia would formally 
propose an end of the boycott. But, the 
King added, he could not be certain the 
proposal would carry. The phrase he 
used to Akins — "in-sha!lah" —means, 
'in effect, 
"we'll work 
something 


out, but don't call us; we'll call you." 


The King's message: don't put public 


pressure on Saudi Arabia, because that 
will undermine efforts to end the 
boycott. 


Akins dutifully informed Washington. 


Mr. Nixon, sensing political mileage, 
demanded clearance to use that hopeful 
message in his State of the Union 
speech, thought at the White House to 
be vital to the President's survival.

well knew that any presidential forecast 
would embarrass the strongly pro-U.S. 


Dr. G. C Thosfeson 


Intestinal bypass is 
usually a last resort 


:Dear Dr. Thosteson: My daughter is 
28 and has been overweight all her life. 
There is a history of obesity on both 
sides of the family. 


Today she weighs 280 and recently 
heard of this new operation called a 
"bowel bypass." She plans to go in the 
hospital for a complete checkup, and if 
possible, she will have this operation. 


• Her expectations are then to be able to 
reach normal weight and maintain it for 
the rest of her life. This surely sounds 
too good to be true. Could you advise? 
What complications could ensue? — 
W.G. 


First, the idea isn't new. !i was first 


proposed about 25 years ago. It has been 
done often enough so we have some 
information. 
I've written about this before, and not 


too enthusiastically. I received one let- 
ter from a person who had it done and I 
was criticized for not writing more 
favorably about it. But there was only 
one such letter. 


At the other extreme, some surgeons 


I have talked to refuse to conside^ the 
operation at all. 


So I'll tell you what I can. If your 


daughter expects to have the operation 
and then hax-e no further problems, 
she'd better think again. Because there 
are problems. 


The operation is considered when all 


nonsurgical efforts to lose weight have 
failed. Most candidates should be 100 
pounds or more overweight. 


The checkup before surgery' is wise; 


I'll go farther and say it is essential. 
Besides a general checkup she should 
be checked by an endocrinologist (gland 
specialist) and by a psychiatrist. 


There are different types of bypasses 


being used, but all depend on the same 
idea: Short circuiting part of the intes- 
tine so food does not pass through some 
of it. Since much of our nutrition is 
absorbed through the intestine, the 
short circuit means less will be ab- 
sorbed. Hence loss of weight. 


Bv the same token, particular caution 


must be observed after the operation for 
signs 
of 
malnutrition 
—mineral 


deficiencies (particularly calcium), ex- 
cessive loss of protein, dehydration, 
liver disorders. 


Such observation must be continued 


for a year or two after the surgery, so 
the cost of this, as well as the cost of the 
initial surgery, must be considered. It 
is, obviously, a major operation. 


Vitamin supplements also are essen- 


tial.Figures I have seen show that about 
one-third of patients will, in time, lose 
about 90 pounds; another third will lose 
about 50; the remainder will lose less 
than that. So your daughter's high ex- 
pectations of returning to a normal 
weight and no further worries are a bit 
on the super-optimistic side. 


However, about 80 per cent of the 


patients (according to figures I am 
quoting) believed results were accepta- 
ble and they had an improved 
psychological outlook as to their weight 
problem. 


If the nutritional complications 


become too severe, or for any other 
reason the procedure has to stop, it is 
possible to undo the bypass — that is, 
restore the intestine to its original form. 


If she decides to go ahead, I think she 


should know about these aspects and not 
expect more than she should. 


- Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is it arthritis 
when pain and stiffness in some joints 
disappear completely, during preg- 
nancy? -K.V. 


It could be, since the increase in the 


body's production of adrenal steroids in 
pregnancy quite often does stop the pain 
at that time.

As of this writing, the 
Saudis probably will not sponsor the 
proposal for ending the boycott at the 
Feb. 14 meeting in Tripoli precisely 
because Mr. Nixon insisted on going 
public. Instead, Egypt or some lesser 
oil state such as Abu Dhabi will have to 
carry the fight with members of the 
Organization of Arab Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries (OAPEC). 


In fact, the boycott now may last until 


Israel and Syria agree on troop disen- 
gagement. That could be weeks or 
months away. 


Announcement put Faisal on spot 
The stupefying ineptitude of Mr. 


Nixon's decision to put Faisal on the 
spot, knowing it would expose the King 
to militant Arab charges that he is 
really Uncle Sam's maiv must be 
viewed against the original intent of the 
oil boycott. When voted by.OAPEC Oct. 
17 in an unprecedented display of Arab 
unity, it was to continue until all Israeli 
troops left all occupied Arab territory. 


Yet Saudi Arabia had privately 


agreed to take the lead in ending the 
boycott even before completion of the 
first stage of Israeli pullback. 


Instead of accepting Faisal's plea for 


"in-shallah," however, the President 
needlessly stockpiled adversity for the 
sake of short-term political gain.- The 
way to end the oil boycott is to stop 
talking about it from the White House 
and give King Faisal the elbow room he 
needs to handle his own political 
problems.

maybe hundreds of thousands of scared 
jobless into following this apparent 
route to a successful venture of their 
own. It sounds so attractive, seems a 
way to avoid ever again being depen- 
dent on someone else's fortunes for a 
paycheck. 


No. 1 among 1974 rackets 


Don't fall for it! This ad, a composite 


prepared for me by the Better Business 
Bureau of Metropolitan New York, 
illustrates a "business opportunities" 
fraud-and these swindles, warns the 
president of the New York BBB, 
Woodrow Wirsig, "will soar in the 
spring of 1974, well may be No. 1 among 
this year's rackets." , 


Here are the major earmarks of the 


swindle, highlighted in the above ad: 


Inconsistencies. - What 
"college 


graduate" with "no experience" will be 
handed a §20,000 paycheck? What 
"management position" requires "no 
experience"? Any man or . - woman 
intelligent enough to have completed 
college will be unable to reconcile the 
claims. And any thoughtful person will 


wonder why any successful company 
has to advertise this way for executives 
and managers. 


Incongruities. Legitimate $20,000 


management positions usually aren't 
advertised in the general help wanted 
male/female columns, but in the 
business sections of newspapers and 
specialized business publications. 


Appeal to flattery and to status. 


That's implicit in the "college 
graduate" lure and in the "must be 
self-starter and 
have leadership 


capabilities" requirements. Don't we 
all think we are self-starters and po- 
tential leaders? 


What are the pitfalls? 


Bait for pyramid scheme 


The ad is simply bait for a pyramid 


scheme, among the most vicious and 
pervasive of all "business opportuni- 
ties" swindles flourishing in the U.S. 
today. 


The prospective investor is pressured 


so invest on the spot. The "opportunity" 
meeting the investor attends is so emo- 
tionally charged that if he hasn't left his 
checkbook at home, he may sign away 
his savings right there. 


The investor can never make the 


money predicted by the advertiser, 
because in fact there are never enough 
people in a community to sustain the 
pyramid, or the chain-selling method, 


in your area was supposed to refer eight 
more persons. Those eight would then 
have to refer another eight hi order to 
get their share. That makes 64 referrals 
so far, and if each of these is supposed 
to get another eight . . . The numbers 
balloon to 512, then 4,096 on the next 
round, then 32,768-262,144 -2,097,152, 
and soon- 


Millions of dollars have been lost on 


these pyramid or chain schemes so far, 
and government regulations against 
certain pyramid operators have been 
tightened. 


But the pyramid selling racket con- 


tinues to flourish and the promoters 
continue to lure victims through ads 
that slip into every medium. So, to 
protect yourself: 


Get details over telephone 


(1) Get the details on this type of ad 


over the phone, and if the details are 
sketchy, just forget it. If this were a 
valid help-wanted offer, the person 
answering the phone would want to 
discourage unqualified applicants, not 
intrigue you. Don't even bother going to 
the personal "interview." 


(2) If you do go to a personal inter- 


view, -leave your checkbook—and your 
enthusiasm—at home. Don't sign 
anything, no matter how pressured you 
are. 


(3) Be suspicious at once of any help- 


wanted ad which does not pay a wage or 
salary, which does not disclose selling 
is involved and which does require an 
investment. This is all wrong! The ad- 
vertiser is deceiving the medium as 
well as you. Alert your Better Business 
Bureau and local consumer protection 
agencies.

Cereal sales boom 


In 1970 Robert Choate told a Congressional committee that 


most dry breakfast cereals were virtually nutritionless. 
Since then 85 per cent of the cereal brands have been adding 
vitamins and other nutrients in comparison to only 16 per 
cent earlier. 


Part of the pressure also came from the health food craze 


advanced principally by the teen agers. A lot of them began 
making their own granola from wheat germ, whole oats, 
honey, cocoanut and dried fruits and nuts. The industry 
caught on, and now we have a variety of "natural" cereals 
and Euell Gibbons. Ironically the granola types may not be 
really as nutritious as the old kind simply because they 
don't have any additives. 


They are not organically grown in most cases and neither 


are the products the kids use for making their own unless 
they patronize only heaith food stores. Choate, now head of 
a consumer group caiied the Council on Children, Media and 
Merchandizing with a title sure to make advertisers quake, 
points out that even under new Food and Drug Administra- 
tion regulations, sugar contents are hard to determine. He 
says that "ten of them are over 40 per cent sugar. They're 
really more of a confection or candy than a breakfast food." 


Nevertheless sales are zooming. Dry cereal sales climbed 


18 per cent last year and natural cereals accounted for $120 
million of the $1.2 biiiion market. 


Whatever happened to ham and eggs, steak and potatoes, 


grits and gravy for breakfast?

Is Euthanasia warranted? 


The trial of a New York physician on a charge of •'mercy- 


killing" has once again emphasized the problem, of the 
terminally ill patient and the responsibility of the medical 
profession. 


Dr. Vincent Monterriarano was prosecuted for allegedly 


injecting potassium chloride into the arm of a man suffering 
from cancer of the pharynx, pneumonia in both lungs and a 
pulmonary embolism. A practical nurse testified that she 
saw the injection and the chairman of the Department of 
Surgery testified thai Dr. Montemarano had confessed to 
him that he had done so. Nevertheless the jury, in a very7 
short time, found the accused physician not guilty. 


It seems quite likely that the jury could not buy the 


prosecution charge that the doctor gave the fatal injection 
as a "murder of convenience" so that he would not have to 
stay around the hospital until the comatose patient was 
declared dead or come back later in the evening and sign- 
the death certificate. But the verdict leaves the real issue as 
much up in the air as before. 


The American Medical Association has passed resolutions 


upholding a physician's pledge to maintain life but in the 
case of artificially maintained breathing when vital signs are 
gone, emphasizes that the decision should be that of the 
family. Determining when to pull the plug is still not 
definitely described and it probably never will be. 


But the line between letting a person die through not 


providing extraordinary mechanical aids and actually 
taking a positive step toward ending his life is not such a big 
difference. This is especially true when the patient is deeply 
suffering. 


The New York case really only demonstrated that a jury 


saw no sense in condemning a doctor for what was obviously 
not a vicious crime. It did not answer the question of 
whether euthanasia is ever warranted.

Attitude on state lottery changing 


MADISON —State Rep. James Sensenbrenner 


represents most of the north shore suburbs of 
Milwaukee. His constituency is strongly 
Republican and in earning capacity and educa- 
tional attainment substantially above the 
average of the state electorate. Like other 
legislators in recent years, he has begun to poll 
his constituents on some of the state political 
issues of the day as he sees them. 


Frequently politicians who devise such polls 


insert questions that are not immediately 
relevant, in the sense that they represent live 
issues of the moment, but are intended to 
discern public opinion trends that may be useful 
in another time 10 she aspiring legislator. 


Rep. Sensenbrenner is young, and ambitious, 


and as one of the heirs of a prominent Wisconsin 
industrial family, is financially able to dis- 
tribute the 15,000 letters he says he dispatched 
to his constituency to draw a profile of its 
attitudes. 


Most of his findings won't be especially 


surprising. His is a conservative district. 
Surely he could have guessed the responses on 
questions about public employe strikes, state 
finance and higher taxes in any category. 


Often such questions are intended to disguise 


others that are the true purpose of the survey- 
Thus the startling discovery, among political 
sophisticates, is likely to be the fact that out of 
well over 3,000 replies, more than 46 per cent of 
Sensenbrenner's respondents said they desire a 
state-sponsored lottery for the yielding of public 
revenues. 
The background here deserves emphasis. 


These respondents are upper middle class 
citizens, mostly Republican, which represents 
conservative attitudes in the definitions of the 
day, with a higher ratio of college education 
than all except a handful of other neighborhoods 
in the state. 
The long struggle about legalizing bingo was

Clowns are not 
funny people 


Passing an art gallery window the 


other day, I spied an exhibit of clowns' 
faces, and hastily turned away. One of 
the reasons I always disliked taking my 
children to circuses when they were 
younger was my aversion to the clowns. 


With rare exceptions, they have never 


struck me as funny men. Indeed, there 
is something ugly and hateful, and even 
baleful, about most of their antics. The 
clown seems to dislike people, and to 
express this dislike aggressively under 
•the mask of jesting. 


At the circus, the children were al- 


ways much more amused by the animal 
acts than by the clowns. In fact, adults 
are far more taken with clowns than 
children are—as witness the perennial 
popularity of clown pictures. Almost 
any bad artist'who paints a clown's face 
in makeup is assured of selling it to 
some adult buyer. 


Shakespeare understood clowns and 


jesters better than anyone. His clowns 
are uniformly bitter men, gibing at the 
world; his court jesters conceal their 
hostility behind humor; there is little 
warmth or love in them, and even their 
humor is brittle and mocking. The 
archtypical clown is the one in "King 
Lear," a complete cynic who cruelly 
jeers at Lear's madness. Shakespeare, 
untypically, allows him to vanish 
wordlessly. 


It is a psychological cliche to say that 


the clown is a sad man at heart, but this 
observation does not strike at the cen- 
tral truth-the clown Is a resentful man 
at heart. A man becomes a buffoon 
when he is frustrated in his desire to be 
z hero. The emotionally crippled and 
stunted aii learn to mask their resent- 
ment behind the clown's face, to attack 
the world behind the protection and 
immunity of the grease-painted grin. 


It has been said that Charlie Chaplin 


was "the great clown" of our century, 
but Chaplin was the exact opposite of 
the circus clown. He never grinned or 
tried to be funny; he never inflicted 
injury on anyone else; he never made a 
bystander the butt of his antagonism. 
He was, instead, a wistful httle man, 
always trying to do right, and always 
doing wrong. In short, he was an ap- 
pealing and pathetic exaggeration of a 
part of ourseives. 


The traditional clown, from the 


medieval court to the modern circus, 
embodies the spirit of animosity toward 
mankind. He hits his fellows on the 
head, runs over them, blows them up, 
kicks them in the pants, and sym- 
bolically kills off all his competition. 


He represents the dark undercurrent 


of human aggression-in a socially dis- 
guised 
and 
therefore 
acceptable 


way^which may explain why his por- 
trait is so popular among the timid, the 
rancorous, and the repressed.

Labor's political 
power on line 


Now that British Prime Minister Ed- 


ward Heath has called a general elec- 
tion for Feb. 28 over the coai strike 
issue, labor's political power is on the 
line on both sides of the Atlantic. Mr. 
Heath has laid down his challenge with 
ringing clarity, asking the electorate to 
repudiate 
government-by-pressure 


groups. In the United States, Ai-L-CiO 
President George Meany has put im- 
peachment of President Nixon at the top 
of his 1974 agenda. 


Much can be said against Mr. Heath 


and Mr. Nixon and against their policies 
and practices. But the question of 
whether elected governments can be 
toppled by the selfishness and malice of 
organized labor is also compelling: it's 
a chilling prospect to think of Britain 
and the United States struggling 
through the problems of the 1970s ham- 
merlocked fay the cigar-chomping 
trade-union Neanderthals of a bygone 
era. 


A cause for hope 


Fortunately, what's cause for concern 


is also cause for hope. Although the 
Chief Executives at 10 Downing Street 
and 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue have 
their necks on the chopping block, so do 
British and American labor leaders. If 
the Labor Party loses on Feb. 2S. and if 
George Meany fails in his mobilization 
for impeachment, it could signal the 
beginning- of a long overdue erosion of 
organized labor's electoral influence. 


Bear in mind that the political power 


of organized labor :s essentially rooted 
in the economic past —in days when the 
U.S. and British economies were more 
dependent on smoking chimneys, roar- 
ing trains and huge factories instead of 
today's research, communications, and 
skilled technology.

BONN, Germany (AP) —Chancellor 


Willy Brandt's government announced 
today it has been informed by the 
Kremlin that Soviet author Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn was coming to West 
Germany. 


Government spokesman Ruediger von 


Wechmar told newsmen Bonn was 
prepared to accept the Russian Nobel 
Prize author, who was arrested Tuesday 
in Moscow. 


But von Wechmar denied an earlier 


report by a spokesman for German 
author Heimich Boll that Solzhenitsyn 
already had arrived in West Germany 
and was en route to the country home of 
Boll, also a Nobel Prize winner. 


Von Wechmar said it was not yet 


known whether Solzhenitsyn would 
settle permanently in West Germany. 


At Frankfurt airport officials said 


Solzhenitsyn was expected to arrive 
there on .an Soviet Aeroflot plane later 
today. They added that newsmen would 
be barred from speaking with him. 


"In the interest of Mr. Solzhenitsyn 


the federal government has decided that 
no news reporters will be allowed to 
meet him at the aircraft," an airport 
spokesman said. 


In Moscow, Solzhenitsyn's wife, 


Natalya Svetlova, said she had heard 
rumors of the author's deportation but 
added, "I don't believe it until I hear his 


voice." She waited nervously, quickly 
answering each ring of the telephone in 
hope that it will be a call from her 
husband. 


A friend, waiting in the apartment 


with her, commented: "It is a tragedy, 
above all for Russia." 


The West German Embassy in Mos- 


cow said it had no information about 
Solzhenitsyn's deportation. Officials 
said the embassy was not involved. 


Soviet officials refused to tell Mrs. 


Solzhenitsyn where the 55-year-old 
novelist was or what charges, if any, 
were being placed against him. 


Eugen Gruetzbach, a journalist who 


acts as Boll's secretary in Bonn, said 


Solzhenitsyn was traveling by car to 
Boll's retreat about 18 miles southwest 
of Bonn. 


He said Boll planned to issue a 


statement later in the day. 


Informed sources in Bonn said earlier 


they knew that Solzhenitsyn was 
deported by Soviet authorities. 


The author's arrest in Moscow 


climaxed a virulent offMal press, radio 
and television ca'mpaign against 
Solzhenitsyn since his book reviewing 
Soviet police terror — "Gulag 
Archipelago" —was published in Paris 
six weeks ago. 


Neither Tass, the official news 


agency; Moscow Radio; nor any Moscow 


papers mentioned the arrest today. 


Solzhenitsyn, in a statement prepared 


in anticipation of his arrest, said he 
would keep silent if put on trial and "will 
not work one half-hour for my oppres- 
sors" if sentenced to a labor camp again. 


"In this way, I leave them the simple 


choice of all tyrants: to kill me quickly 
because I write the truth about Russian 
history," said the winner of the 1970 
Nobel Prize for Literature who spent the 
years 1945-56 in a labor camp and 
Siberian exile. 


Solzhenitsyn's wife delivered his 


statement to Western newsmen Tuesday 
night a few hours after seven policemen 
pushed into the couple's Moscow 


apartment and hauled him off. Mrs. 
Solzhenitsyn said an official telephoned 
four hours later, said her husband had 
been arrested —not merely taken in for 
questioning —and gave no further 
information. 
There was speculation that he would 


be put on trial for anti-Soviet slander, a 
charge with a maximum punishment of 
seven years in a labor camp and five 
more years in exile in some remote part 
of the Soviet Union. 


Apparently anticipating this, 


Solzhenitsyn left behind a statement that 
said: 


"In advance I declare any tribunal of

Simon rips 
Ash opinion 
on oil crisis 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal 


energy chief William E. Simon said in 
effect today that Budget Director Roy L. 
Ash should mind his own business. 


His comment was a response to Ash's 


terming the energy crisis a short-term 
problem. 


"Perhaps I should call a press briefing 


on the budget or maybe I should ask Mr. 
Ash to keep his cotton-pickin" hands off 
energy policy," Simon said in response 
to a question about the prediction. 


Simon was interviewed briefly on the 


Ash matter on NBC-TV's "Today" 
program. 


Ash, director of the Office of 


Management and Budget, had predicted 
on Tuesday that long lines of cars around 
gasoline stations and other critical 
problems resulting from the energy 
shortage will end this year. 


But Simon declined to comment on 


ending the long lines, saying it was a 
prognostication to do so. He said he 
doubted that Ash's speculation would 
harm Simon's efforts to convince the 
public that the energy shortage is real. 


"I assume Mr. Ash meant that the 


embargo would be lifted, and while the 
shortages would remain, they would not 
be really as severe as they are right 
now," Simon said. 


The exchange recalled a similar 


squabble last September between 
Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz 
and Melvin R. Laird, then President 
Nixon's top domestic adviser. 


While Shultz was on a trip to Japan, 


Laird, in Washington, announced a tax 
increase proposal, prompting the 
Treasury official to respond: "The 
President's adviser on domestic affairs 


can keep his cotton-pickin' hands off 
economy policy." 


Before making the comment, Shultz 


conferred by telephone from Tokyo with 
his deputy secretary —William E. 
Simon. 


In a story written for The Associated 


Press earlier this week Simon said: 
"This is, by a definition, a crisis. We've 
been telling the American people this, 
but I'm not sure they're listening and 
accepting what we say ..." 


Simon, noting credibility problems in 


all facets of America, said, "Without 
question, the most serious impediment 
to the effective performance of my job 
has been, and continues to be, that sad 
and overworked word, credibility ... If 
people don't believe us when we tell 
them there is an energy oil crisis, if they 
think we are acting in cahoots with the 
major oil companies to boost profits at 
the expense of the people, then they will 
not cooperate. They will not conserve. 
And if that happens, the current crisis 
could come to be a catastrophe." 


Ash on Tuesday supported President 


Nixon's belief that the country will break 
the back of the energy crisis this year, 
because, Ash said, Americans will 
adjust to having less fuel. 


"If all goes well within this year, we 


will learn how to live with 7 per cent less 
energy," Ash said- 


Living with 7 per cent less energy will 


be easy, Ash said. It will only be 
necessary for Americans to reorganize 
their way of using the remaining 93 per 
cent. 


The 7 per cent refers to the reduced 


petroleum supplies resulting from the 
Arab oil embargo.

Nixon asks 
transport 
funding 


WASHINGTON (AP) —President 


Nixon asked Congress today to set up a 
revenue-sharing program that would 
provide $19.3 billion for public trans- 
portation and better highways over the 
next six years. 


Nixon'also asked the Congress to 


approve his plan to revitalize the 
nation's rail system through a $2-billion 
loan guarantee and through relaxed 
regulatory restraints. 


"The energy crisis has underscored an 


important lesson: Our system of 
national transportation is not working at 
maximum efficiency," Nixon said in a 
message to Congress on transportation. 


"As our society grows and our 


economy continues to expand, we must 
insure that the efficiency of this system 
keeps stride with the changing demands 
placed on it," Nixon said. 


He said the nation should center its 


efforts on achieving a flexible and 
balanced transportation system. 


The President's proposal would make 


S2.5 billion available for use by cities and 
towns for their transportation programs 
in fiscal year 1975, which begins July 1. 


Of that total, $1.1 billion would come 


from the Highway Trust Fund and couid 
oe used either for highways in urban 
areas or for mass transit. 


Another $700 million would be 


allocated directly for transit use, 
including operating subsidies for 
current transit systems. 


The final S700 million would be used to 


continue current capital grants program 
administered by the urban mass trans- 
portation administration. 


In addition, the legislation proposed 


by Nixon would phase out by 1978 the 
current distinction between highway 
funds and mass transit funds. It would 
set up a new mechanism for funding all 
transportation programs out of general 
revenue funds. 


Highways currently are funded 


through a trust fund which is composed 
of gasoline and highway use taxes. 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The 13-nation 


energy conference resumed today after 
a 90-minute caucus of the Common 
Market foreign ministers. 


There was no immediate word 


whether France had been persuaded not 
to break ranks and join the eight other 
Common Market countries in respond- 
ing to the U.S. call to deal together with 
the world oil problem. 


The caucus started at 8:40 a.m., an 


unusually early time in international 
diplomacy. It ended shortly before 10 
a.m. 


Senous differences between France 


and all other participating nations 
remained Tuesday evening when the 
conference was supposed to end. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


tried, but failed, to sway his French 
opposite, Michel Joberi, to give up his 
opposition to a minor but essential point: 
the creation of a follow-up mechanism to 
prepare a second conference where 
producers and consumers would sit 
together. 


"The question is whether there will be 


some ongoing action after this 
conference ends or will it be something 


that folded up its tent," one American 
diplomat said. 


American and Common Market 


experts worked Tuesday night to 
coordinate their separate drafts of a 
communique. There was no immediate 
indication that Jobert would accept 
whatever compromise solution the 
experts produced. 


Yet diplomatic observers and 


American officials maintained that the 
conference must end by midday today 
and that there will be a communique, 
whether France will accept it or not. 


Monday, the first day of the conference 


exposed the wide gap between France 
and the United States, the latter 
supported by a surprising number of 
France's partners in the Common 
Market. 


"What started as a procedural dis- 


pute, became a serious political issue," 
said Helmut Schmidt, West Germany's 
outspoken finance minister. The issue 
boiled down to the fundamental ques- 
tion, will there be transatlantic 
cooperation in the future or will the 
United States and Western Europe go 
their separate ways? 


During the first six hours of Tuesday's 


activity, American officials remained on 
the sidelines while the Common Market 
countries caucused. 


"It is their business and their 


problem, they must solve it and there is 
nothing we can do," one high-ranking 
American delegate said. 


But in the afternoon Kissinger inter- 


vened. He had a onehour private 
discussion with Jobert but the only 
concession he could extract from his 
French colleague was that the experts 
should try during the night to come up 
with a draft communique that might be 
acceptable to all.

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Hearst kidnapers demand free food for poor 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) -The father 


of Patricia Hearst says he is taking 
"most seriously" the demands of her 
abductors for $70 of free food for each of 
California's poor and elderly. He says he 
will do his best to cooperate. 


The kidnapers demanded by letter 


that Randolph A. Hearst make the 
distribution of free food before they will 
even negotiate for the release of his 
19-year-old daughter. The food would cost 
an estimated $175 million. 


"I want to get out of here," the 


19-year-old hostage said in an 11-minute 
recording that accompanied the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army demands 
received by mail Tuesday. 


"I just hope you will do as they say. 


Dad, and do it quickly," she said in a 


recording addressed to her mother and 
father. Hearst is president and editor of 
the San Francisco Examiner and board 
chairman of the Hearst Corp. 


Miss Hearst, kidnaped on Feb. 4, said 


she had a "few scrapes and stuff" and a 
cold, but was comfortable and getting 
medicine. 


"I am not being starved or beaten or 


unecessarily frightened," she said in a 
small, tired voice. 


The SLA demanded in a long message 


that Hearst provide $70 worth of meat 
and produce for the state's poor, 
disabled, elderly and formerly 
imprisoned. 


The food v/ould be an "action of good 


faith," from Hearst, said another voice 
on the tape, which described Hearst as

corporate chairman of a 


facist-leaning empire of the ultraright 
Hearst Corp." 


The state estimates 2.5 million persons 


are receiving welfare benefits in 
California. 


Hearst said, "We are, of course, 


taking the demands most seriously. We 
are doing all within our power to 
cooperate." 


Regional FBI agent-in-charge Charles 


Bates said, "This is something Mr. 
Hearst is going to have to answer...We 
are going to do nothing to hassle these 
people the SLA. We don't intend to 
arrest anybody until we feel Miss 
Hearst is safe."

A spokesman for special prosecutor 


Leon Jaworski indicated the matter 
would be referred routinely to the D.C. 
Superior Court for a decision on whether 
the President's testimony is essential 
and, if so, whether he can be required to 
obey the summons. 


A White House spokesman has said the 


President "would respectfully decline to 
appear ... on constitutional grounds." 


The possibility remained open that 


Nixon would consider written responses 
to questions. 


Out-of-siate requests for witnesses 


are routinely decided by the Superior 
Court, which is the equivalent of a state 
court. 
The subpoena, requested by former 


presidential aide John D. Ehrlichman, 
was issued Feb. 1, by California

Some Fox Valley area schools only 


are beginning to feel the effect of the 
Victoria strain of flu. while absenteeism 
rates in other communities are return- 
ing to normal after full-fledged bouts 
with the bug. 


Tomorrow River Schools in Amherst 


closed Monday for the week because of 
a large number of flu-related absences. 
More than 40 per cent of the students 
were absent on Monday, prompting 
school and health officials to decide to 
shut down for the week. Schools are 
expected to reopen on Monday. 


The 40 per cent figure appears to be 


the determining factor in the "shut 
down" or "stay open" issue. When 
nearly half of the student body is miss- 
ing from any school, it becomes dif- 
ficult to conduct classes because so 
many pupils in one room may be absent 
that the teacher would have to repeat 
the lesson for the remainder when they 
return —not a very prudent use of time 
and manpower. 


Weyauwega-Fremont area schools 


remain . closed today because of the flu 
and could stay closed down the rest of 
the week, depending on the situation 
after today. 


St. Mary School in Brillion was to 


close at 11:30 a.m. today for the rest of 
the week on the orders of the local 
health officer. Seventy-one pupils, or 
30.6 per cent of the student body, were 
absent because of the flu. Classes are 
expected to resume on Monday. 


In grades K through 12 in the Brillion 


public schools, there was an overall 20 
per cent absenteeism rate today, ac- 
cording to officials. Schools had been 
closed on Friday and Tuesday because 
of the flu. but open on Monday. School 
authorities have decided to cancel grade 
school physical education for the rest of 
the week and to curtail recess activities 
during the same period to cut down on 
student contact. 


Trinity Lutheran in Brillion was open 


today but planned to close Thursday and 
Friday- because of a convention for 
teache'rs. Attendance at the school had 
been improving right along, according 
to authorities. 


The flu appears to have peaked in 


Ciintonville, where absenteeism is re- 
turning to normal this week. Forty 
students were missing from the senior 
high on Tuesday; the number is usually 
around 35. Attendance was returning to 
normal in the junior high and elemen- 
tary schools also. 


In Cnilton schools, the number of ab- 


sences has increased this week, but no 
mention has been made of shutting 
down. Seventy students were missing 
from the high school on Monday, but 


that figure has decreased slightly today. 
Apparently the hardest hit was kinder- 
garten through eighth grade, where 140 
pupils have been absent for the last 
several days. Even teachers have been 
hard hit. Sixty-six pupils were absent at 
the Catholic school on Tuesday, about 
the highest so far for the period. 


Attendance is getting back to normal 


at Shiocton grade and high schools. The 
flu apparently reached its peak there 
last week when 174 out of 711 grade 
schoolers were sick on Wednesday. The 
figure for Tuesday was down to between 
35 and 40 absences. 


Just about 10 per cent (25 pupils) of 


the student body was missing from 
Shiocton High School on Tuesday. The 
normal absenteeism rate is 6 to 7 per 
cent. It was as high as 20 per cent early 
last week. No Shiocton schools closed 


because of the flu, however, and 
teachers generally escaped the bug. 


About 125 students were missing 


Tuesday from schools in the Little Wolf 
District in Manawa, including St. Paul 
Lutheran School. That is about 10 per 
cent of the student body, compared to a 
normal absenteeism rate of 6 to 7 per 
cent for this time of the year.

CHILTON —The Neighborhood Youth 


Corps (NYC) paid students just under 
$6,000 this past year for various jobs per- 
formed at the high school. Principal 
James Skarda said in his report to the 
Board of Education this week. 


The student workers performed office 


jobs, including machine operation, typ- 
ing, filing, sorting and recording; main- 
tenance work including painting, lands- 
caping, lawn and tree care, trimming 
shrubbery, sweeping and general labor. 
They accomplished a great amount of 
work that otherwise would not have been 
done, said Skarda, adding that the 
present group all earned commendable 
ratings from the local adult supervisors. 


The youth corps provided a 40-hour 


work week during the summer and a 10 
hour week when school is in session. The 
rate of pay is SI.60 per hour. 


The federally funded project provides 


jobs for financially disadvantaged 
between the ages cf 14 and 21 who attend 
high school or will attend during the year 
following the summer of employment. 
Skarda has supervised the program at 
the school for the past three years under 
the jurisdiction of the Wisconsin State 
Employment Service. 


The board also approved motions to 


sell articles left in the old building near 
the school. Some articles had previously 


been bid for and were sold, but others 
remain. 


All insurance and service contracts 


will be studied by a committee 
comprised of Mrs. J. W. Knauf and 
Richard Bosshardt who will report to the 
board.

Basketball

Golf started in 1960 and the team now 


has about 15 matches a season.

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Initial steps 
taken toward 
ethics code

The Outagamie County Board took the first step toward adopting a code of ethics 


late Tuesday afternoon when it authorized the chairman to appoint a five-member 
committee to formulate and propose a code within two months. 


With little discussion, the board voted to suspend its parliamentary rules requir- 


ing introduction of resolutions five days before a board meeting and voted 26 to 
give the appointment power to Chairman Russell DeLaHunt. 


The resolution didn't concede any wrongdoing by county board members, but said 


a code would be in "the best interest of elected officials, county employes and the 
electorate to have officials and employes avoid not only actual conflicts of interest 
but also appearances of conflicts of interest, favoritism or improper personal gain." 


Also, it noted this could help avoid the problem of reporters, opponents and others 


magnifying shortcomings of county 
government. 


The county highway committee and at 


least one county employe came under 
heavy fire last year when the judge 
conducting a John Doe investigation 
into 
certain county government 


operations recommended that charges 
be brought against the county employe 
and suggested that the highway com- 
mittee was involved in questionable, 
though not criminal, activities. 


In mid-October, after three months of 


Doe testimony on various subjects, 
then-acting Circuit Court Judge R. 
Thomas Cane issued a statement 
recommending the code "prohibiting 
employes and elected officials from ac- 
cepting any gifts or favors from in- 
dividuals who are doing business with 
or requesting in any manner to do 
business with Outagamie County." 


Cane didn't mention it by name, but 


he apparently was referring to the 
highway committee and its practices, 
which included receiving free lunches, 
trips and other favors from representa- 
tives of companies selling or trying to 
sell equipment to the county. 


Some highway committee members 


admitted later that they received the 
free lunches and trips, but they con- 
tended that there was no wrongdoing. 
At least one said he would continue to 
accept such favors. 


Cane said in October that he found no 


evidence of criminal activity, but 
warned that favor-receiving could lead 
to it. 


Supv. Eugene Kloes, Appleton, said 


Tuesday he had no objection to a code of 
ethics, but that it should include not 
only county board members, but the 
county executive, judges, "lawyers, 
plea bargainers." 


Supv. John Hennessy, Town of Center, 


who initiated the resolution, said he 
hoped the committee named would 
include all county government people, 
but that decision will have to be worked 
out by the committee DeLaHunt ap- 
points. 


Hennessy and six other supervisors 


signed the resolution. It was drawn up 
by Hennessy, who said he prepared it 
when he learned from Clerk Arthur 
Hoolihan that Corp. Counsel William 
Schuh refused to draw it up. 


Before the vote, Supv. Alphonse 


Lewandowski, Appleton, urged fellow 
supervisors to vote for the resolution- 
He said the code implementation has to 
start somewhere, adding, "Let's show 
them that Outagamie County super- 
visors are willing to put their integrity 
on the table."

• A person can endure a lot during hard times. 


And because these are hard times, there can be a lot to 


endure. Like the shaky national political situation. Or the 
energy crisis, with its high prices and short supplies.

Loss of agent may hurt Waupaca 


WAUPACA -The loss of the city's 


resident Soo Line Railroad agent could 
affect the area's economy and present 
in'dustry and could seriously affect the 
city's efforts to attract new industry, 
the Wisconsin Public Service Commis- 
sion was told at a hearing Tuesday. 


The commission, conducting a hear- 


ing to determine the possible results of 
the proposed elimination of the resident 
agent and the initiation of a traveling 
agent, also was told that it would be 
"very difficult" for a traveling agent to 
serve local industry as cooperatively as 
Walter Dean, the present resident 
agent. 
Mayor Ray Roe, Roy Wendt, president 


of the Waupaca Industrial Development 
Corp., and Eugene Spindt, president of 
the Waupaca Area Chamber of Com- 
merce, all said the resident agent was a 
necessity for the community. 


"I know we'll have a tough time 


getting new industry to locate here if we 
don't have a resident agent and depot 
here," Wendt told hearing examiner 
John L. Koop. 


Roe said the City Council had 


unanimously favored retaining the 
agent, since a change could effect the 
economy, present 
industry, and. 


"probably more so, the ability to 
attract new industry." 


Koop adjourned the hearing at 5 p.m. 


and said a continuation of the five and a 
half hour case would be scheduled later. 
Soo Line lawyers had their second wit- 
ness on the stand when the hearing 
ended. 


While lawyers for the Waupaca 


Foundry Inc., who signed a complaint 
to begin the action, called 10 witnesses 
who said a t-aveling agent was not 
satisfactory. Dean was the only person 
to testify who had previous experience 
with the traveling agency. 


Appearing under a subpoena from the 


foundry's lawyers, Dean said business 
at his office has more than doubled in 
the past two years, and added, "There 
are times it can be done (with a 
traveling agent) —but not taken care of 
properly." 


He said his assigned work hours were 


from 6:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. weekdays, 
and two hours on Saturdays. But he told 
the commission that his working day 
often didnt't end until 4:30 or 5:30 p.m., 
and he frequently worked from 6:30 
a.m. until 3 or 4 p.m. on Saturdays. 
"The Waupaca industries do a lot of 
work on Saturdays," he said. 


He added that 1,351 railway cars came 


into the Waupaca depot last year, while 
industrial witnesses said a traveling 
agent would obviously slow their ship- 
ments and incoming materials. 


Irving Peterson, assistant to the 


president of Waupaca Foundry, said the 
plant would product 180 million tons 
this year, and would like to ship 80 
million tons by rail. Peterson said the 
foundry had 1,000 cars bring raw 
materials to the plants last year and 
spent S600.000 on railway shipping. 


He predicted that the foundry's use of 


rail service would continue to increase, 
and an average of 11 calls a day to Dean 
"'insures maximum usage" of rail 
shipping. 


Without a resident agent, he said, 


problems would include improper dis- 
patching, untimely switching, unrelia- 
ble service and delays in transportation. 


Bert Benjamin of the Tomorrow 


Valley Cooperative said his company 
received agricultural needs in about 100 
to 150 railroad cars a year, and the 
co-op needs Dean's personal service to 
effectively schedule unloadings. 


Dean Janssen, plant manager for 


Filter Materials Inc., said he must know 


when railroad shipments are coming in 
so he can schedule rental trucks to help 
with the unloading. He said, "Many 
times in the past it was only through the 
efforts of our local agent that we kept 
our plant running and our employes 
working." He added that "being able to 
contact a local agent within five or ten 
minutes does make a difference to us." 


William Feathers, a local potato 


dealer, said problems he has had with 
the railroad have been "quickly and 
easily solved with our local agent," and 
said there has been "constant expedit- 
ing by the local agent to get them (po- 
tatoes) here on time." Feathers told the 
hearing that "it's just a matter of a man 
being here for service rather than us 
chasing all over looking for service." 


David Morey,*sales manager of for 


A.E. Moore Co., said rail service was 
important to their national accounts, 
and company use of rail shipping may 
increase by 40 per cent in 1974. He said 
the geographical position of a traveling 
agent and the infrequent contacts could 
lead to complications in meeting ship- 
ping deadlines for national orders. 


Herbert Moore, president of Moore 


Tractor and Implement, said his com- 
pany's use of flat cars results in 
damage to incoming shipments, and 
Dean inspects the damage quickly, and 
doesn't slow up unloading. He said five 
of the thirty rail cars he received last 
year contained damaged equipment. 


Waupaca County Treasurer John 


DeVaud presented a statement from 
State Rep. Francis Byers, R-Marion. 
The statement was filed with the 
proceedings, but couldn't be read into 
the record since there was no chance for 
railroad attorneys to cross examine 
Byers. 


A representative of the railway 


agents* union said during a recess that 


Dean was subpoened to testify by 
foundry lawyers and said he would not 
have testified on his own. "If he would 
have appeared on his own the railroad 
would harass him," he said. "I'm here 
to watch out for the agent and the public 
he is supposed to serve." 


Ken Mortensen of the Soo Line audit- 


ing department, entered balance sheets, 
income statements and accounts show- 
ing cars recieved and forwarded into 
the record, but Richard Johnson, the 
foundry attorney, entered newspaper 
articles quoting the Soo Line president- 
He said profits for the railway rose to 
S18.22 million, or S7.19 a" share, 
compared 
with earnings 
of $10.32 


million and S4.08 a share in 1972. The 
Soo Line president was quoted as saying 
the company had the largest increase in 
the Soo Line history and anticipated 
another 15 per cent increase this year. 
They expect a 71 per cent rise in country 
tonnage, Johnson added. 


Thomas Ronning, Soo Line supervisor 


of stations, said response to the
